at Santa Barbara 

Santa Barbara building permits 
for the first two months of 1923 
are well over the million dollar 
mark, and the city appears to have 
entered upon an unprecedented era 
cf building activity.

Liability of Employer 
Is Outlined by Court 

“The employer is liable for com¬ 
pensation only when an injury oc¬ 
curs to the employe while perform¬ 
ing some act for the employer in the 
course of his employment, of inci¬ 
dental to it,” is the ruling of the 
California Supreme Court in a case 
which came up under the State com¬ 
pensation act. 

An ice carrier for the Union Ice 
Company was killed by an automo¬ 
bile as he left a restaurant after 
eating lunch to board his truck and 
continue work. 

A death benefit was awarded to 
tbe widow and son by the State ac¬ 
cident commission, but the insur¬ 
ance company contested the award

This decision is of great import¬ 
ance to employers, because it estab¬ 
lishes definitely a line of demarca¬ 
tion between what may be consid¬ 
ered an act of employment and an 
act .for which the employe assumes 
individual responsibility.

Reports received from many cities 
throughout the country, as well as 
the United States Department of 
Commerce, show that. New Yoik 
Slate ranks first in the percentage 
of population living in zoned mu¬ 
nicipalities. , , 

Biglity-one per cent of the urban 
population »of New York Stat£ is 
now' residing in communities which 
have zoning ordinances in effect. 

In the number of communities 
which are zoned New Jersey leads 
with thirty-one: New York is sec¬ 
ond with seventeen: California 
third with fourteen; Illinois fourth, 
with ten; Ohio fifth with nine, and 
Massachusetts arid Wisconsin fol¬ 
lowing with six each. 

More than 15,000.000 people live 
in zoned cities, towns and villages, 
according to information received 
by the Division of Building and 
Housing 'of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Computations show that the 
homes of 27 per cent of the total 
urban population of the country are 
located in zoned municipalities, and 
it follows that most of these homes 
are protected from intrusion of 
garages, stores, warehouses or man¬ 
ufacturing plants. 

Zoning regulations provide, by a 
neighborly kind of agreement, that 
a city or town shall be divided 
into districts in which the uses for 
which structures may be built, their 
maximum height and the area of 
the lot which they may; cover are 
established. 


. In line with the zoning plan cer¬ 
tain districts are set aside for resi¬ 
dences, for apartment houses, for 
office buildings and for manufac- 

lU Ample provision is made for nor¬ 
mal growth of business and indus¬ 
trial districts, but the builder of a 
garage or factory is not al\owed 
to erect it within a residential neigh¬ 
borhood regardless of the annoy¬ 
ance and money losses inflicted on 
surrounding home owners. 

The' department’s investigation 
Shows>that in 1922 the spread of 
zoning was especially rapid m 
smaller places. ^ . 

Bpurteen towns with 5000 to 10,000 
inhabitants were zoned during the 
year, bringing the total zoned towns 
In this class to seventeen. The 
percentage of large cities which 
have already zoned remains much 
greater, of course, and of the fifty 
largest cities in the country twenty- 
two have zoning ordinances in 
effect. 

In the entire country 109 cities, 
towns and villages were zoned on 
January 1, 1923. as compared with 
fifty-five just one year before. 

New York, the largest city in the 
country, has been zoned since 1916, 
and, in contrast, the smallest zoned 
community had only 131 inhabi¬ 
tants. according to the 1920 census. 

Eighty-one per cent of the urban

Zoning Throughout Country 

Reports received from many cities <*> In line with the zoning plan cer- 
1 . , _ n ,nll c* - _ncrina r/AT* r - 
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throughout the country, as well as 
the United' States Department of 
Commerce show that New York 
State ranks first in the percentage 
of population living in zoned mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

Eighty-one per cent of the urban 
population >of New' York Stat£ is 
now residing in communities which 
have zoning ordinances in effect. 

In the number of communities 
which are zoned New Jersey leads 
with thirty-one; New' York is* sec¬ 
ond with seventeen; California 
third with fourteen; Illinois fourth, 
with ten; Ohio fifth with nine, and 
Massachusetts and -Wisconsin fol¬ 
lowing with six each. 

More than 15,000,000 people live 
In zoned cities, towns and villages, 
according to information received 
by the Division of Building, and 
Housing \ of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Computations show that the 
homes of 27 per cent of the total 
urban population of the country are 
located in zoned municipalities, and 
it follows that most of these homes 
are prqtected from intrusion of 
garages, stores, warehouses or man¬ 
ufacturing plants. 

Zoning regulations provide, by a 
neighborly kind of agreement, that 
a. city or towm shall be divided 
into districts in which the uses for 
which structures may be built, their 
maximum height and the area of 
the lot which they may cover are 
established. 


tain districts are set aside for resi¬ 
dences, for apartment houses, for 
office buildings and for manufac¬ 
turing. 

Ample provision is made for nor¬ 
mal growrth of business and indus¬ 
trial districts, but the builder of a 
garage or factory is not al\owed 
to erect it within a residential neigh¬ 
borhood regardless of the annoy¬ 
ance and money losses inflicted on 
surrounding home owners. 

The department’s Investigation 
shows “that in 1922 the spread of 
zoning was especially rapid in 
smaller places. _ „ „„„ 

Rpurteen towns with 5000 to 10,000 
inhabitants were zoned during the 
year, bringing the total zoned towns 
in this class to seventeen. The 
percentage of large cities which 
have already zoned remains much 
greater, of course, and of the fifty 
largest cities in the country twenty - 
two have zoning ordinances in 
effect. 

In the entire country 109 cities, 
towns and villages were zoned on 
January 1, 1928. as compared with 
fifty-five just one year before. 

New York, the largest city in the 
country, has been zoned since 1916, 
and, in contrast the smallest zoned 
community had only 131 Inhabi¬ 
tants, accordipg to the 1920 census. 

Eighty-one per cent of the urban 
population of New York State lives 
in zoned municipalities.

DECLARE PIER 
LEASE ILLEGAL 

Municipal League Quotes 
Charter on Oil Right 


Objects to Storage Tanks at 
the Harbor 


'Asks Immediate Action 
Cancel Contract 


to 


The Municipal League, in a pub¬ 
lic statement issued yesterday, in 
opposing the thirty-year lease 
granted by the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners to the Pan-Ameri- 
ican Petroleum Company for a. 
portion of Municipal Pier No. 1 
for an oil storage and loading’sta- 
tion, declared that the lease was 
illegal. 

This contention is an addition to 
the league's belief that the use of 
Pier No. 1 as an oil lokding and 
storage station constitutes a fire 
menace to the entire harbor, its 
wharves, docks and industries. 

LEAGUE’S STATEMENT 

The league’s statement, signed 
by Secretary Pratt is as follows: 

“As far back as 1909, when the 
city of Los Angeles did not have 
absolute title to lands at the water 
front at San Pedro, a charter 
amendment was submitted to and 
adopted by the people which pro¬ 
vided that the first 10,000 feet to 
which title shall be secured, shall 
be dedicated to public purposes 
and never be leased or alienated 
to private persons or corporations. 
It also provided that in addition 
to this first 10,000 feet, every al¬ 
ternate 1000 feet shall also be so 
get aside for public purposes.” 

"Title to the land comprised in 
Pier 1, known as the Huntington 
Fill, to which some claims had 
been made by Mr. Huntington, was 
subsequently acquired by the city, 
and in 1911 an ordinance (21S45) 
was adopted by the City Council 
setting this whole pier aside and 
dedicating it for municipal pur¬ 
poses ‘to be held forever by the 
.City of Los Angeles for public ways 
vnd other uses in aid of commerce 
and navigation and no wharf or 
other franchise and no exclusive 
right, privilege or permit shall ever 
be given, granted or conferred to 
or upon any person, firm or cor¬ 
poration, to, in, on or over said 
property.’ 

“What amounts to such an ex- 
.tiusive privilege has been given to 
the Pan-American Petroleum Com¬ 
pany by this thirty-year lease to 
use as an oil storage and loading 
station, a large portion of Pier 1. 

“In 1913 the substance of the 
W»ll ordinance, only made stronger 
if possible, was incorporated in a 
charter amendment and submitted 
)to and approved by the people. 
'.This charter amendment again 
provides, that Pier 1 with its 
wharves and all other improve¬ 
ments shall be forever reserved by 
‘.he City of Los Angeles for munic¬ 
ipal uses and shall never be sold, 
conveyed, alienated, leased, or 
otherwise disposed of in whole 
or in part, in any manner, to any 
private person, firm nr corpora-

HAT starts blighted dis¬ 
tricts? 

Before the days of zoning 
they started almost over night. 

A residence, block or a bright 
group of small stores would be in¬ 
vaded by a large stable, a garage, 
a. junk yard, milk bottling works or 
fume producing factory. 

The well to do owners would sell 
out and go elsewhere. 

The okl houses and stores would 
be reoccupied by people jvho would 
let them run down. 

The stores would be taken for 
small industries and go from bad 
to worsdt 

It was almost impossible to stay 
the decline of a blighted district 
when it started. 

Some property owners lost for¬ 
tunes trying to do it. 

The blighted district was usually 
started on its way by the invasion 
of one or more uses, out of place 
In that particular locality. 

Every part of a city was open 
to the exploiter. He could erect a 
building of any size, height or 
shape in any place and put It to 
any use. however hurtful to the 
neighborhood. 

Sometimes it was storage of 
trucks in a good tenement district. 

Sometimes it was a. six-story 
tenement in a locality, of neat 
small cottages. 

Sometimes it was a metal factory 
in a home district. Frequently a 
hndiV»r«*VfmI I varni « h or point works or some 
amount other nuisance factory would buy 

an acre or two of land in the sub¬ 
urbs and establish itself in the 
heart of what ought to. have be¬ 
come an area of small homes. 

When the gfowth of the city 
forced home building in that direc¬ 
tion the good homes would avoid 
the factory. 

The surrounding twenty or more 
acres would be left vacant for a 
time and then perhaps build up with 
cheap and squalid structures. 

The zoning plan put a stop to 
such chaotic building. 

Invasions of harmful buildings 
and uses were prevented. Business 
districts are protected against in¬ 
dustry. apartment house districts 
against business and cottage dis¬ 
tricts against apartment houses.

Obviously, recreation is some¬ 
thing that will give pleasure, that 
will be enjoyable to those who 
participate in it. 

There are many kinds of recrea¬ 
tion; but those forms of recrea¬ 
tion in which the landscape archi¬ 
tect is professionally concerned 
generally relate to matters of city 
planning, of parks anti playgrounds. 

It is his duty to provide ways 
and means, in the plans of the city, 
by which its youth and adults may 
enjoy the health-giving benefits of 
recreation. 

Recreation, of course, implies in 
its meaning the doing of something 
that it is unnecessary to do. 

It generally occurs as a reaction 
from the necessary activities of the 
daily life. 

What is recreation to one man 
may be drudgery to another, both 
by reason of contrast with enforced, 
daily duty and by reason of tem¬ 
peramental traits of different in¬ 
dividuals. 

Again, there may be active or 
passive recreation. 

The former generally entails 
physical activity of a greater or 
lesser degree, such as walking, 
horseback riding, swimming,- row¬ 
ing. games and gymnasium activ¬ 
ities; while passive recreation in¬ 
volves the enjoyment of beautv in 
parks and gardens, vistas, music, 
zoos and riding in automobiles. 

There are other forms of recrea¬ 
tion, both active and passive, but 
these examples serve to illustrate 
the pleasures that should be made 
available to the citizens of any 
community.

ceramic industries within the 
past three years have been 
the subject of many news stories 
in this paper as the various an¬ 
nouncements have been made of 
steel mills, consolidations, foun¬ 
dries, potteries and numerous en¬ 
terprises requiring cupolas, kilns 
and other devices depending for 
their efficiency on the dependabil¬ 
ity of the refractory linings, which 
the general public groups under the 
name of “fire brick.? 

The annual requirements of re¬ 
fractory brick and shapes in Los 
Angelos and Southern California in 
1923 were several times as great as 
In 1919, which indicates the increase 
in output of the metals and clay in¬ 
dustries.

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Sunshine is practically constant, there 
being an average, during the observe 
tion period, of less than 8 days per year 
on which the sun did not shine. Records 
show that in a single year Palos Verdes 
averaged 20 % more days of continuous 
sunshine than inland cities. 

There is less fog at Palos Verdes than 
inland. A typical year shows Paloa 
Verdes with only 16 foggy days as 
against 31 foggy days twenty miles in- 
land. During this same year there were 
only a days in which frost was recorded 
as against 37 at inland stations. 

The delightful climatic conditions in Palos Verdes are summed 
up with this statement issued by the expert weather observer: 
"In comparison with other districts this region may be said to be 
beyond the reach of ordinary weather influences, such as heated or 
cooled land areas in the vicinity

N old Spanish town, with arcaded walks, balconies and winding stairways, 
with color everywhere—walls in soft tones of tan, with pink and dull ivory 
for relief—tile roofs of warm browns and terra cotta—quaint lantern 
towers—such are the architect’s plans for picturesque Lunada Bay Plaza.

Lunada Bay Plaza is the principal business 
center on the west coast slopes of Palos Verdes. 
It is one of the largest business sections in the 
New City and will serve a residential area 
almost three and one-half miles long, where 
thirty thousand people are expected to live 
within a few years. 

The Plaza, with a fountain in the center, will 
be surrounded by an arcaded ground floor, 
which will make an attractive sheltered walk 
in front of the stores and shops, always pro¬ 
tected from sun and rain.

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RAZIL RICH LAND OF 
M INERA L RESOURCES 

Country Has Never Been Thorough¬ 
ly Prospected and Much of 
Interior Unexplored

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 26.—The outstanding thing about 
the mineral resources of Brazil is the fact that so little is known 
about them. The average foreigner arriving here for the first 
time is surprised to find that the country possesses such a thing 
as mineral wealth. The average American, if he has had occa¬ 
sion to prod his memory for a reaction on the subject of South 
American minerals, thinks not of Brazil, but of the west coast, i sou 
where, he remembers, there is copper in Peru, and tin in Bolivia ‘ cra 
and copper and saltpeter in Chile.. He may think of Brazil in 
connection with diamonds, but it is ten chances to one he 
will not connect it with gold, though Brazil was the principal 
gold producer of the world in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. He will be a rare exception if he knows that Brazil 
possesses any of the less precious but more useful metals. 

The west coast is known in the 
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popular mind to be mineralized 
because Prescott advertised it as 
such in his ‘‘Conquest of Peru,” 
while Brazil is known to be noth¬ 
ing but the land of coffee, because 
it is advertised as such by its at¬ 
tempts at valorization. 

Ignorance of Brazilian resources 
on the part of foreigners is not 
surprising, for Brazil itself really 
knows little or nothing about its 
own resources except, in a gen- 


example. Brazil is an old country 
and the bulk of its land in accessi¬ 
ble districts is, though entirely un- 
develoed, in the hands not of the 
government but of private owners, 
whose families have held it for 
generations. Formerly it was for- 
biden to prospect for minerals on 
privately-owned land, prohibition 
fatal to the development of mining 
industry. The present law is not 
much better, for though it permits 
a prospector to establish a claim 
on another's land, the owner must 
be notified and given a year in 








It is a large country, and it has 
never been prospected thoroughly. 
It is probably one of the world’s 
largest, if not the largest, min¬ 
eralized areas that never has been 
thoroughly investigated by the 
prospector. Periodically an explor¬ 
er comes back to Rio de Janeiro 
from the wilds and makes an an¬ 
nouncement. Thus one of them ar¬ 
rives from the State of Rio Grande 
do Norte, to the north of the 
Amazon, and says that manganese, 
bauxite and gold are to be found 
there. Another, a mining engineer, 
returns from the northeastern 
States and announces the presence 
of copper In vast quantities, gold, 
wolframite, iron ore—unblemished 
by any phosphorous content—and 
coal. An explorer from Parahyba 
announces platinum. 

NOTHING IS DONE 
Sometimes, if the public is In 
the right state of receptiveness, 
these announcements are received 
with great enthusiasm. Some¬ 
times they are treated like the 
announcements of those other ex¬ 
plorers who, every so often, de¬ 
scend from the head waters of 
the Amazon and confess they have 
discovered a new tribe of Indians, 
usually of light color, with strange 
marriage customs and gold rings 
in their noses. In either case it

The W. T. McFie Company, job¬ 
bers of steel products, announce 
the purchase from the American 
Agricultural Chemical Company of 
a seven and a half-acre tract at 
the southwest corner of lUameda 
street and Slauson avenue, front¬ 
ing on Slauson, on Alameda, on 
Wilmington street and adjoining on 
the south the Pacific Electric 
Railway's Huntington Park, Whit¬ 
tier branch line right of way at 
Do’/ler Station.

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GAS STATISTICS 
FOR CITY GIVEN 

That Los Angeles is growing at 
such a rapl'd pace that It is neces¬ 
sary to extend Its Industries In a 
manner that was never dreamed 
of a few years ago, Is the fact 
brought out in the 1924 statistics 
of gas service just compiled’by the 
research department of the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora¬ 
tion. , . 

There are those who believe that 
in a mild climate like that of 
Southern California that the con¬ 
sumption of gas must be low but 
this, according to the latest com¬ 
pilation of figures, is not the case. 
The consumption of gas is par¬ 
ticularly high. As compared with 
the output for 1909. 2.705,473.000 
cubic feet, the output for the year 
just ended 1923, was 13,664,436,000 
cubic feet. 

This stupendous output estab¬ 
lished a mark for the gas indus¬ 
try in Los Angeles, so staggering 
that it puts into the discard any 
of the previous marks established 
in the earlier years of the indus¬ 
try. 

NEAR HEAD OF LIST 

Compared with the output of gas 
for other large cities in the United 
States Los Angeles holds a place 
near the head oe the list. In fact, 
practically every home in Los An¬ 
gelas is equipped to use gas and 
there is more gas used here by far 
than solid fuel because of the fact 
that the climate is mild and the 
gas can he shut off at once. 

Investments for the plant of the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor¬ 
poration have more than doubled 
in the past three years. During this 
period the corporation’s bonds out¬ 
standing in the hands of the. pub¬ 
lic have increased $26,601,500, or 
6 3 per cent of the expenditures for 
additions and' betterments. 

This year the Old Guard ban¬ 
quet, where the many employees 
who have served the corporation 
for ten years or more are to be 
banqueted, will be a memorable 
affair. The business has grown 
stupendously. The industry has 
now become of such importance 
that millions of dollars are In¬ 
volved in the transactions planned. 
Further extensions are to be made. 

The map of -the extensions al¬ 
ready completed shows the ramifi¬ 
cations of the pipe lines and the 
extensions of the wires and con¬ 
duits of the large corporation. 
However, in spite of the high cost 
of living the price of gas and elec¬ 
tricity has shown a steady drop 
and the decrease has been marked 
to such an extent that Los Angeles 
now has heaper gas than almost 
any other city in the United States. 

STORED AT NIGHT 

Immense gas containers holding 
10 , 000,000 cubic feet of stored gas 
are being installed in the outlying 
districts. There Is to be no such 
tiling as a shortage of gas during 
the winter, according to company 
officials. These holders make it 
possible to give an even pressure | 
to districts many miles from the i 
plant. This gas is stored at night ; 
while the city sleeps and when 
needed for breakfast or dinner 
there is an adequate supply. 

Records for the consumption <-f 
gas have been smashed during the j 
past twelve months by the Los An¬ 
geles Gas and Electrio Corporation. 1 
Compilation of figures just com- i 
pleted shows that an increase 8.7 < 
per cent over the preceding years 
was established In 192 3. 

ELECTRIO FIGURES 
Los Angeles was growing in 
1909, but the figures for that year 
were 2,705,473.000 cubic feet. Then 
in 1920 they jumped to 8,054.799,- 
000 cubic feet, an increase of 35.42 
per cent, over the ‘ preceding year. 
The figures for the electrical de¬ 
partment are even more stagger¬ 
ing. In 1909 Los Angeles used 
15,787,830.000 K.W.H., an Increase 
of 12.86 per cent over the preced¬ 
ing vear; but in 1923 this city's 
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$ 1 , 250 , 000.00

Ah Addition to the plant of the 
Axeisoft Machine Company In 
Huntington Park and the con¬ 
struction of two new supply ware¬ 
houses, one in Long Beach a.nd an¬ 
other at.

The supply warehouses at Long 
Beach and Torrance will be 25x100 
feet, of standard Union Iron Works 
A type construction, with steel 
frames and corrugated iron cover¬ 
ing. 

The Axelson Machine Company 
also operates field supply ware¬ 
houses at Santa Fe Springs, Hunt¬ 
ington Beach, Taft, Coalinga and 
Bakersfield. 


George L. Eastman Company, 
dealers in building material sup¬ 
plies, have purchased a tract of 
approximately seven and one-half 
acres at Twenty-sixth and Alame¬ 
da streets, as the site for a new' 
warehouse. The purchase of the 
property and the initial expendi¬ 
ture for warehousing involves 
$ 100 , 000 . 

With the completion of proper 
office quarters the company will 
move its main offices from 1401 
South Alameda street to its new 
location. In the neighborhood of 
25,000 square feet floor space will 
be provided by the firm's new 
plant.

DESIGNER DESERVES CREDIT 

American Institute of Architects Member Says 
Planner Should Receive Recognition for Wor\ 

All pictures of buildings should bear the name of the architect, 
just a.s books are credited to the author, paintings to the painter, and 
sculpture to the sculptor, according to 1 George Nordham of New York, 
member ctf the American Institute of Architects. 

Voicing a growing feeling In the emphatic use of the words engl- 


professlon of architecture, Mr 
Nordham urges that it is no more 
undignified for ati architect to 
label his products than it is for 
the artist, the sculptor and the 
writer to label theirs. 

‘‘What interest has an oil paint¬ 
ing to the public, if the picture 
lacked mention of the name of the 
painter? ’ he asks. “What interest 
has a piece of sculpture to the 
public if no mention is made of 
the name of the sculptor? The an¬ 
swer to both questions is that the 
name bf the artist or sculptor gives 
the subject recognition. 

"Is it not of equal importance 
to know who the architect of a 
building is? I should say more 
so for the vital reason tha.t the 
name df a competent architect in 
connection with a building is as¬ 
surance that it is the best pos¬ 
sible in plans, elevations and ma¬ 
terials, a!! of which affect the 
health and life of the tenants, 
whereas painting and sculpture 
affect the higher senses of mental¬ 
ity only. 

“Many catalogs omit the archi¬ 
tect’s name and mention the name 
of the engineer. On other pages 
of these catalogs the reason can 
be found, it being the continued 
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neer or engineering services. 

“May I recommend to the arch¬ 
itectural profession the necessity 
of insisting upon the clear exhi¬ 
bition of the author's name and 
the word 'architect' thereafter on 
all drawings, rendering, photo¬ 
graphs and other works emanating 
from any source, the author of 
which is an architect?. The best 
way this can be done, I believe, 
is by deafly lettering this infor¬ 
mation adjoining the body ,of the 
picture, not hear the border. So 
that if photographed a. mask will 
not eliminate this information. 

“Who ever heard of an ‘author- 
less’ book that became famous? 
Many famous buildings are a..U 
mired by the public, but few peo¬ 
ple know who the designers are. 
I wonder how many persons out 
of a thousand know who the arch¬ 
itect of the Woolworth Building 
is ? 

“And. what am the names of 
the architects who designed the 
settings for motion-pictures? Some 
of the settings in the larger pic¬ 
tures are wonderful, yet I recall 
only an instance or two in which 
the architect's name was men¬ 
tioned. though the producer, the 
photographer and others are sel¬ 
dom neglected."

Cotton Survey by Trade Chamber 
Reveals Situation Favorable 
to Early Recognition 

[A comprehensive cotton survey in three parts, dealing with the 
groining, shipping and manufacturing of the product has been undertaken 
fp the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce in conjunction with M. H. 
Merrill & Co., engineers.. The first section of the survey, just completed, 
is on the product as a raw material. 7 he two other parts of the survey 
will follow. — Ed .] 

That “the Pacific-SoUthwest is growing the best grade of 
cotton in the world, in ever-increasing quantities,” that “there 
is no danger from pests and other destructive forces ” and that 
“Southern California has an abundance of efficient labor, cheap 
power, and an ideal industrial location and climate,” are reasons 
cited by the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce why Los An¬ 
geles should in the immediate future graduate into one of the 
cotton growing and manufacturing centers of the world. 

These reasons and others which deal with the ravages of 
boll weevil, loss of crop production through drought and a 
dwindling supply of labor in the old South, are seen as highly 

favorable circumstances for the rise of Los Angeles in the tex-

The chamber's report follows: 
There are many good, sound, eco¬ 
nomic reasons why Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia will soon become one of the 
World's great textile manufactur¬ 
ing centers. 

England, long ago. said that New 
England could not spin cotton be¬ 
cause her climate lacked “hu¬ 
midity." Some years later. New 
England tried to discourage the 
South with the same plea. But 
the South put in ‘'artificial humid¬ 
ity" and went ahead building mills, 
end today the southern mills are 
consuming twice as much cotton 
fcs those in the North. 

Proximity to the raw cotton ana 
Bn abundance of labor gave the 
[southern mills an advantage which 
the New England mills could not 
overcome. As a result, we are 
told that no new cotton mills will 
be built in New England. ■ 

And now the boll weevil and 
other things are causing tlie dis¬ 
appearance of the cotton P* ax }; 
from the Southeastern and Gull 
States; and the supply of labor in 
these States is rapidly dwindling. 

The Pacific-Southwest is grow¬ 
ing the best grade of cotton in 
Ihe world, in ever Increasing quan¬ 
tities; there Is no danger from 
pests and other destructive forces; 
find Southern California has an 
abundance of efficient labor, cheap 
power, and an ideal industrial lo¬ 
cation and climate. . 

Is it not quite likely that his¬ 
tory will repeat itself, and South¬ 
ern California become a great cot¬ 
ton growing and manufacturing 
center? 

PEOPLE MOVING WEST 

Furthermore, the center of pop¬ 
ulation is rapidly moving west¬ 
ward. bringing the textile market 
closer to Los Angeles; the port ot 
Los Angeles is the open door to 
practically unlimited markets; Los 
Angeles is also the logical port 
of entry for other textile raw ma¬ 
terials, such as wool, silk, jute, 
sisal and hemp. _ 

The markets of the Pacific coast 
and Western States absorb large 
quantities of textiles, sufficient to 
take the output of many mills. The 
center of this market is Los An¬ 
geles. 

California cotton is far superior 
to Southern varieties for the spin¬ 
ning ot fine yarns, and manufac¬ 
turers of fancy cloths are taking 
Increasing quantities of it, accord¬ 
ing to prominent cotton brokers. 

These experts say further that 
the product of the Southern States 
has a glossier finish as a result of 
the rains, which has proved at¬ 
tractive to the spinners, but that 
they are beginning to learn that 
the California cotton, although 
Slightly harsh, has a-, hard body 
knd greater tensile strength ac¬ 
cruing from the Utilization of ir¬ 
rigation methods. Also the first 
fif each crop has a very good 
"bloom" or gloss, equal to that of 
the Texas cotton. 

BOCAL PRODUCE WHITEST 

California cotton is recognized 
&s the "whitest" in the world. 
The .percentage of loss in carding 
Is very low. and its great tensile 
..(strength gives it wonderful spin- 


water at the right time; it also 
eliminates the danger of stains and 
mildew caused by rain. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage 
of all is that there are no boll* 
weevil or other cotton-destroying 
pests in the Pacific-Southwest. Due 
to natural barriers and to the very 
strict quarantine maintained by the 
Federal and State authorities, It is 
highly improbable that these pests 
will ever be a serious menace to 
cotton production in this section. 

The report of the Department of 
Agriculture for the season of 1921- 

1922 shows that on 30,509,000 acres 
planted to cotton in the United 
States, the average damage to the 
crop was 163.1 pounds per acre; 
of which 49.3 pounds was due to 
drought, floods and tornadoes and 
109.1 pounds was due to the dep¬ 
redations of the boll-weevil. 

In other words, the average cot¬ 
ton grower in the United States 
lost 158.4 pounds per acre, or 
about 60 pei cent of his normal 
crop, due to causes from which 
the Pacific-Southwest will never 
surfer. 

The average production in this 
section is 280 pounds of cotton fiber 
per acre. The total production for 

1923 will be about 225,000 bales, 
valued at$34,900,000. 

At present mills in California 
are using only about 50,000 bales 
of this cotton. English mills taking 
about 75,0 00 bales and Eastern 
mills the balance. 


are more easily made by inexpe¬ 
rienced help, and are supposed to 
be more easily marketed. 

There, is a large market here 
for these coarse goods, and xoi 
denims and khaki, and the pres¬ 
ent mills can supply only a small 
part of the demand However, 
owing to the high grade of the Pa¬ 
cific Southwest cotton, and to the 
presence of a great nucleus of ex¬ 
perienced textile workers new 
mills locating In Southern Ca -h fo J“ 
nia should consider as well the 
manufacture of finer goods, such 
as ginghams, chambrays, muslins, 
sheetings, tire fabrics. etc., for 
whioh a ready market exists on the 
Pacific Coast. 

“LOOSE” BALES BEST 
Many things may happen to a 
bale of cotton from the time it is 
ginned until it enters the consum¬ 
ing establishment. These things 
affect the cost and the ease or 

handling. . . , . 

For instance, cotton which is to 
be .shipped any great distance is 
compressed so that its density 
much greater. This compressing 
costs about 20 cents a hundred 
pounds. It also mats the cotton 
so that it is harder to ‘ open at 

th Imperial Valley cotton is shipped 
into Los Angeles in "loose" 'bales 
that is. not. compressed. A mm 
can put five bales of this cotton 
through the pickers In less time 
than is necessary for three bales 
of compressed. Less opening ma¬ 
chinery is necessary in mills not 
using compressed cotton, as tne 
looser bales, direct from the gin. 
can be put right into the hoppers 
of the pickers. The elimination of 
bale-breakers, vertical openers and 
condensers means a considerable 
saving in investment 1 and in floor 

SP Another advantage of the mills 
here using cotton grown in this 
section is that they get less moist¬ 
ure per bale than is nailal. Du® 
to the dryness of the air m the Pa¬ 
cific Southwest, a bale of cotton ab¬ 
sorbs very little moisture. The re¬ 
sult is that the mills here are sav¬ 
ing about 53 a bale on this item 

al Grade for grade, Imperial Valley 
cotton i's much better than Texas 
cotton; its staple is the same, but 
the fibers are stronger and Whiter, 
and there is less waste. 

As a result of all these ad¬ 
vantages. together with our fa¬ 
vorable freight rates, a cotton mill 
in Los Angeles gets its cotton de¬ 
livered to its warehouse at 1 to - 
cents a pound less than a mill m 
New England or the South, using 
the same grades of Cotton. 

For the average 10 , 000 -spindle 
mill, which uses about 3000 bales 
a vear, this saving would amount 
to from $15,000 to $25.000 a year. 


FIELDS NEAR-BY ADVANTAGE 
The cotton grower is greatly 
benefited by near-by mills, and 
proximity to the cotton fields is 
one of the greatest advantages a 
mill can have. It seems, therefore, 
that Los Angeles must soon have 
enough mills to consume the en¬ 
tire cotton crop of the Pacific- 
Southwest.

No Steps Taken 
To Fill Vacancy 
On Harbor Board 


Passing off the Cape of Good 
Hope at midnight, life among the 
native Zulus, and his reception at 
Durbar and Cape Town, South 
Africa are but a few of the ex¬ 
periences that Harry Pigeon, San 
Pedro boat builder and world 
navigator, mentions in his last let¬ 
ter to friends here. 

Monday Mrs. Ruth M. Moore, 

librarian at the San Pedro library 
received a long letter from the 
traveler. It was dated May 27, 
1924 and bore the postmark of 
Cape Town, an English city situ¬ 
ated at the southern extremity of 
the African continent. 

Pigeon left San Pedro at 12:30 
p. m. on November 18, 1921 aboard 
his 34 foot yawl, the “Islander." 
He sailed alone across the Pacific 
voting the Marqueas, Society. 
Samcran, Fiji and Dutch _ East 
Indian islands. In the Indian 
Ocean he made a stop at Christ¬ 
mas Island. From this point he 
cleared for Durbar, British East 
Africa. 

The climate of Durbar was de- 
Icrlbed as being almost tropical 
by Pigeon. Ha told in his letter 
of trips made In the vicinity and 
of what he saw of the Zulu 
people that live there. Among the 
Nvhite inhabitants he was much in 
demand to give lectures on his 
travels. 

By good fortune his lectures so 
delayed the departure from Durbar 
that he escaped one of the worst 
southeast gales that has struck 
the Cape of Good Hope for a 
hurober of years. A three w r eeks 
late start enabled him to clear 
pie - Cape. in. good weather. Even 


then it was intensely cold com¬ 
pared to the tropics, for both winds 
and currents that strike the Cape 
came from the Antarctic Ocean. 

At Cape Town the San Pedro, 
man was cordially greeted by the 
Royal Cape Yacht Club. They 
gave him anchorage in their har¬ 
bor and provided him with means 
and facilities for overhauling his 
boat. 

Pigeon compares Cape Colony 
with Southern California. His let¬ 
ter tells of the trees and the 
fruits, particularly the grapes and 
apples. These were a pleasant 
change for him after having had 
tropical fruits for nearly two 
years. 

Many lectures before organiza¬ 
tions and schools were planned 
for him while at Cape Town. He 
told of the kindness with which 
the people greeted him and of 
the many courtesies that they ex¬ 
tended to him. 

Included with the letter which 
Mrs. Moore received yesterday 
were a number of photographs. 
They show the Cape of Good 
Hope, views of Cape Colony and 
Cape Towh and the native and 
animal" life there. 

At the time of writing Capt. 
Pigeon was preparing to leave 
soon for the north. His course 
called for a trip at St. Helena, 
the Isle where Napoleon spent his 
last days. From there he planned 
to make Ascension Island and then 
cross the West Indies for the 
winter. 

After passing through the Pan- • 
ama Canal he will head for San 
Pedro early next sori»«-

Safety News, which is published 
quarterly by the Industrial Acci¬ 
dent Commission of the state of 
California, contains articles of un¬ 
usual interest. 

Hazards connected with un¬ 
guarded elevator hoistways is cov¬ 
ered in an article entitled “V\ e 
Look at. Things Differently.” The 
blocking open of landing gates Is 
commonplace and many fatal ac¬ 
cidents result. There are a few 
employes who do not realize the 
Importance of allowing gates to 
operate properly at all times. 

•‘Prevention of Injuries Due to 
Fires in Dry-Cleaning Plants” will 
prove helpful to employers and em¬ 
ployes connected with the dry- 
cleaning industry. The need for 
care in handling gasoline and the 
grounding of all metal parts of 
machines is stressed. 

Intentional neglect in observing 
safety regulations often results in 
unnecessary expense to. the em¬ 
ployer by requiring the payment 
of 50 per cent additional compensa¬ 
tion whenever serious and wilful 
misconduct can be proved. This 
point is brought out in an article 
on the "Cost of Operating an Un¬ 
safe Machine.” 

“Hazards Ordinarily Found in 
Garages and Automobile Service 
Shops” is covered by an article 
which is also available in pamph¬ 
let form. The Commission has re¬ 
cently made an investigation of 
the number and severity of acci¬ 
dents in connection with the auto¬ 
mobile industry in California. The 
causes of injuries a’-e civ»""‘ 
der ten headings: (1), handling of 
cars and equipment; (2). imp. »pe. 
care of hand tools; (3). welding 
and soldering; (4), grinding op¬ 
erations: (5), cleaning compounds; 
(6), battery explosion and acid 
burns; (7), ladders; (8), electrical; 
(9), fire prevention and escape: 
and ( 10 ), asphyxiation and gas 
poisoning.

POPULATION COMIN4 

The average easterner isfapt to 
believe that, because certai j other 
Pacific Coast cities are located ap¬ 
proximately halfway between the 
Canadian and Mexican borders, 
these cities have an advantage in 
distributing to the western States. 

It should be remembered that 
goods are distributed on a basis of 
population rather than geography. 
The great influx of people into 
Southern California has more than 
offset the importance of the geo¬ 
graphical position of the Northern 
California cities. 

In the last twenty yeai* >. one- 
half of the people who hat e come 
to the Pacific Coast to livj >, have 
settled in Southern California; so 


that today we find approximately 
one-third of the population of the 
three Coast States living south of 
Fresno, with the majority of these 
in Lns Angeles county. 

Los Angeles and its immediate 
trade territory comprises the fast¬ 
est growing section in the United 
States; Los Angeles has increased 
over 200 per cent since 1910; the 
rest 1 of Southern California has 
grown phenomenally. 

VISITORS BUY 

It is estimated that approximate¬ 
ly 1 , 000.000 tourists are constantly 
in the Pacific Coast States, and 
that about half of these make Los 
Angeles their "buying head¬ 
quarters" during their stay on the 
Coast. Since this transient popula¬ 
tion undergoes a complete change, 
or turnover, at least twice a year, 
it is cviilent that Los Angeles mer¬ 
chants are selling to 1 . 000,000 ad¬ 
ditional people each year. 

A recent survey has been made 
of the consumption of woolen, 
and worsted goods in Southern 
California. Using the figures so 
obtained as a basis we conclude 


that the yearly consumption of 
wolens and worsteds in the eleven- 
western states is approximately as 
follows:

‘ Yarns: 3,000,000 pounds, value 
$5,000,000. Includes both wool and 
worsted yarns, used by knitting 

^Tlosiery: 300,000 dozen pairs, 

value $4,000,000. Mostly golf 
liose, but also includes wool socks 
and worsted stockings. 

Blankets; 250.000 dozen pairs, 
value $25,000,000. Includes all- 
wool. and also wool and cotton 
mixed, blankets. 

carpets and rugs: $ 15 , 000 , 000 . 

In addition, there is an annual 


consumption in this market of ap¬ 

proximately $ 20 , 000,0 00 worth of 
woolen and worsted dresses, cloaks 
and suits, arid $ 150 , 000,000 worth 
of men's and boys' ready-made 
suits and overcoats. A large pro¬ 
portion of these garments are now 
being made in the East, and it 
seems logical that the establish¬ 
ment in Southei-n California of 
mills to manufacture woolen and 
worsted cloth will attract many 
more clothing factories to this 
section. With the wool here, the 
mills here, and the market here, 
there is no doubt that the gai - 
ment makers will be quick to take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
operate here. 

Until this occurs, the mills here 
can very easily compete on the 
New York market. Freight rates 
to New York are quite low, and are 
more than offset by the savings m 
operating costs made by the 
mills in Southern California.

Providing the spending monev is 
something else again. The crowds 
will have to live this year and next 
year and for all the years there¬ 
after. Comparative few brought 
enough with them to last a life¬ 
time. Industry—production—man¬ 
ufacturing—must furnish the pay 
rolls and the continuous supply of 
money. And it is a fact that' in¬ 
dustry is far behind its schedule as 
compared with population.

Palos Verdes Golf Course 


^NPsOL NCEMENT that the new golf course at Palos 
Verdes, overlooking the ocean a short distance east 
of Redondo, will be ready for play next month, is being 
received with pleasure by the hundreds who have pur¬ 
chased those wonderful homesites in the famous Palos 
\ erdes tract, as well as by scores ol others who con¬ 
template afliliating themselves with the new organization. 

William P. Bell, architect in charge of designing and 
building this new’ addition to Pacific Coast golf, has so 
laid out the links that fourteen of the eighteen holes over¬ 
look the sea. The view is a marvelous one, for nowhere 
is there a prettier coast line than the curving shore ex¬ 
tending along the front of the Palos Verdes estates and 
up to and past Hermosa Beach. From the site of the 
beautiful clubhouse, now being erected high up on the 
magnificent hills, one may look down the beach toward 
Long Beach in one direction and off toward Venice and 
Santa Monica in the other. To the north are the moun¬ 
tains, and in the immediate foreground are hills and 
valleys. 

The Palos Verdes course is given a Scottish atmos¬ 
phere by the presence of quantities of heather along the 
hillsides. The holes offer fascinating variety. No two 
of them are alike. The rolling nature of the land gave 
the golf architect wide latitude. He has created here one 
of the most distinctive and interesting spots for the golfer 
in all the West. There are several feature holes to test 
the skill of the enthusiast. No. 2 is one of them. The 
distance to the green is 205 yards. The bold player may 
drive across a canyon, into the wind, if he is ambitious to 
reach the green in one, a clear carry of 180 yards, made 
the more difficult by the stiff breeze from off the ocean. 
The short player is given an opportunity to go a longer 
way around, and get home in two, if he doesn’t care to 
chance the canyon route. 


No. 14, 330 yards, is another particularly good hole. 
The tee is above the green. Between the two there is a 
winding arroyo that offers plenty of trouble for the dubbed 
shot. A good down-hill drive, if properly placed, stands 
a chance of arriving within putting distance of the cup, 
hut if it isn’t properly placed the chance of a par is gone. 
Here, too, provision is made for the short player who is 
content to get home with a drive and a long pitch. 

In all the holes, Mr. Bell kept in mind the interests of 
the high handicap man. If a chap wishes to lake a chance 
with a long drive over trouble the reward is there, pro¬ 
vided the shot is successfully executed, but always there 
is an interesting alternative for the one who wants to play 
safe. One good feature is that the down-hill shots are all 
against the prevailing wind, while the uphill shots are 
with the wind. This is a factor that will meet with general 
approval.

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I and state, and considered it 
their duty to vindicate their 
belief with the sword. They de¬ 
fended their architectural forms 
in a similar manner. 

It is said that an architect who 
undertook to introduce the natural¬ 
istic forms of the Christians into 
a Moorish mosque was put to 
death for the sacrilege and dis¬ 
grace he had brought upon them. 

Such a devout trust in their 
geometric forms led them to pro¬ 
duce unexcelled beauty of color and 
geometric ornament. 

The invasion, rising power and 
Influence of the Moors from Africa, 
bringing the Mohammedan religion 
into the heart of the kingdom of 
Spain (a Christian nation taking 
part in the Crusades), constituted 
the great problem of state con¬ 
fronting King Ferdinand and Queen 
Isabella, when Columbus applied for 
a commission to sail to the East 
Indies under the Spanish flag. 

The bitter conflict between the 
Christians and Mohammedans had 
continued for a period of 700 years, 
and out of this conflict came the 
exquisite Moorish style, a complete 
contrast to the beautiful Gothic 
of the Christians. 

IN WARM CLIMATE 

The Moorish style was developed 
In the southwestern part of Europe 
under the same climatic conditions 
as our own Southwest. It was an 
expression of the same warm emo¬ 
tional life thati we enjoy. 

It satisfied their impulsive souls 
without a mockery of the beautiful, 
sacred, plant, animal and human 
forms that God made. 

•'Allah Is God and Mohammed is 
Is prophet" was carved into the 
reticulate geometrical patterns dec¬ 
orating the interior of their sacred 
buildings. 

Tt was an hon<pr to be sufficient¬ 
ly skilled to be called to work on 
one of these sacred buildings with¬ 
out compensation. 

We are all familiar with the 
beautiful buildings they built—the 
Alhambra, the Great Mosque of 
Kairouan, the Mosque of Cordova. 
Mosque of Saragoza, and the 
Mosque of Sidi-Du-Medina, the 
Mosque of Kait-bey at Cairo and 
the wonderful monument to wom¬ 
anhood, the Ta Mahal at Agra, and 
Hagla Sophia, and the Giralda at 
Seville, all of which carry unto 
us a message of their character 
and emotions which are basic to 
our own. 

The Mohammedans subdivided 
their nation into kalifs, which 
were directly responsible to the 
head church at Mecca. 

Consequently the architecture in 
the Mediterranian countries was 
varied and influenced by their na¬ 
tive styles, and each kalif has its 
distinctive characteristics. 

Moorish architecture represents 
on® of these kalifs. 

USE OF COLORS

The foliated openings, the stilted

Favorable Trade Prospect 
Given as Reason 


Glass Plant Will Provide 
Large Pay Roll 


[ EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

ANAHEIM. Aug. 30.—Work was 
under way today on the first units 
of the new factory of the Anaheim 
Glass Company, which marks the 
opening of the Anaheim industrial 
tract to the first manufacturers. 

The forty acres was purchased 
here several weeks ago by the 
Community Industrial Land Com¬ 
pany and the present construction 
marks the inauguration of an ex¬ 
tensive campaign to build up the 
pay rolls of Anaheim, in which the 
entire membership of the Chamber 
of Commerce is interested. 

That local business conditions 
are even more favorable ‘than 
shown in the preliminary survey 
made by the land company was in¬ 
dicated when construction was 
started on two buildings in the 
first unit instead of one as origi¬ 
nally planned. 

FIREPROOF BY ORDER 

The first building to be erected 
will be 60 by 140 feet, and will 
correspond with the ruling for all 
buildings on the Industrial tract, 
which provides that they shall be 
built of fireproof material. Con¬ 
struction work on the unit is to 
be rushed as the manufacturers 
desire to start operation at the ear¬ 
liest date possible. 

Thomas McBride, who with his 
son, Charles McBride, is financing 
the erection of the plant, has 
stated that the firm is finding a 
ready market for its product and 
believes the local factory will meet 
with immediate success. The man¬ 
ufacturers have a clear market in 
this section of the country, since 
the product consists principally of 
novelty glass. 

FAMILIES EXPECTED 

Starting w*th a small force of 
skilled labor, at least forty families 
are expected to be added to the 
population of Anaheim with as 
many more in prospect as the fac¬ 
tory progresses. The initial pay 
roll of the plant will reach nearly 
*4000 and when the plant is op¬ 
erating at full capacity it will total 
approximately $7000 weekly. 

Owing to unfavorable conditions, 
McBride will discontinue operation 
of the factory at Salem, and will 
utilize much of the machinery in 
the Anaheim plant. The com¬ 
pany has sold their factory in 
Shreveport. La., and will center 
all their efforts on the Anaheim 
plant. 

GREEN HUED 
GLAZED TILE 
MADE HERE 

Pressed Brick Company 
Perfects Process A fler 
Numerous Tests 


A green glazed roofing til*, pro¬ 
duced by a, one-burn process, thus 
reducing the cost of ordinary two- 
burn green glaze tile, is now being 
manufactured by the Los Angeles 
Pressed Brick Company at its Date- 
street plant, according to B. F. 
Cake, general superintendent of 
the firm’s plants in Los Angeles. 
Santa Monica and Alberhill. 

The new system of producing 
the green glazed roofing tile is 
the. result of three years of chem¬ 
ical research and experimentation 
by Boss D. Plank and Max Comp¬ 
ton. ceramic engineers of the Los 
Angeles Pressed Brick Company. 
According to Mr. Cake, the local 
concern is the third company in 
the United States to perfect the 
process, which makes use of ma¬ 
terials brought from France, En¬ 
gland, and the Eastern States of 
this country. 

Th e green glaze on the tile is 
manufactured by a secret, formula 
from China clay, feldspar and 
zinc. Mr. Cake said. In order to 
produce this color, the materials 
are mixed to melt at the proper 
temperature, and are then applied 
to the raw clay before it is de¬ 
posited in the tunnel kilns for 
burning. The China clay is im¬ 
ported from England. the zincs 
from Fra,nee, and the feldspar 
from the Eastern part of the Unit¬ 
ed States.

“The public has not as yet real¬ 
ized the tremendous savings now 
possible,” Mr. Miller stated. “There 
is a reduction of 11 per cent to 20 
per cent in the cost of steel foi 
Class A buildings, an even greater 
saving in steel and steel joist Class 
B buildings, and similar economy 
in steel frame industrial buildings, 
where the percentage of savings 
is more nearly reflected in the 
cost of the structure. 

POINTS CLEARED 

“The new Los Angeles ordinance, 
increases the unit working stress 
in standard structural steel from 
16.000 pounds to 18.000 pounds a 
square inch. Initiated by John C. 
Austin, architect, to clarify cer¬ 
tain points in the construction of 
the proposed Shrine Auditorium, 
this ordinance represents approxi¬ 
mately eight months of effort on 
the part of those by whom it was 
formulated.” 

According to Mr. Miller, the plan 
for the ordinance was first pre¬ 
sented in outline by Mr. Austin to 
several civic bodies, one of which 
was the Los Angeles section of the 
American Society of Civil Engi¬ 
neers. A committee formed by 
this organization, with Blaine C. 
Noice as chairman, met with an 
engineer from Mr. Austin’s office, 
a representative of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and representatives 
of the Los Angeles building de¬ 
partment, to consider the forma¬ 
tion of a new steel ordinance. 

PRICES DOWN 

“The new specification of the 
American Institute of Steel Con¬ 
struction, which was published 
about that time, the latest refer¬ 
ence books, eastern building ordi¬ 
nances, and the practical and tech¬ 
nical experience of the committee, 
formed the basis for the new ordi¬ 
nance,” Mr. Miller said. 

Mill prices of structural steel to 
west coast cities have been re¬ 
duced so low that the price at 
eastern mills is below the actual 
cost of production, according to 
Mr. Miller. This considerable re¬ 
duction to the purchaser, together 
with the savings effected by the 
new Los Angeles ordinance, will 
be the incentive for a great deal 
of industrial construction in this 
city, a very large proportion of 
which will be of steel and galvan¬ 
ized iron.

plant about six feet below the sur¬ 
face. 

"The plant then dies down to the 
root stock on the ocean floor, but 
within the incredible short period of 
three months it has reached its full 
length again. 

“The wonderful growing power of 
the kelp is due to the fact that it is 
an organism living in an ideal 
medium. It has no enemies that 
devour it, and it is not subjected to 
wind or frost. 

“It produces no woody substance 
and no bark. The whole plant is 
one vast feeding surface and the 
sea water is its food. 

“The mysterious thing about kelp 


is why and how it stores up sffljh 
enormous quantities of potash. The 
amount of potash in a given volu... 
of seawater is so small that it ca 
barely be detected by chemical 
analysis. 

Man could never profitably ex¬ 
tract potash from the water for 
himself, but the kelp plant extracts 
it for him. 

“Apparently it fills its veins with 
potassium chloride to prevent the 
invasion of sodium chloride or com¬ 
mon salt, which is fatal to plant 
growth. 

,£ In an equally mysterious way 
and for reasons which cannot even 
be surmised the kelp also extracts 
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■om the sea water the iodine 
so occurs there in a minute 
iortion. 

'The kelp beds may be re'gar 
as vast natural potash and iodih 
factories. The human problem has 
been merely to extract these mate¬ 
rials from the body of the plant and 
that problem has been thoroughly 
solved.” 

Dr. Turrentine states: “Today 
a kelp plant can ’V 2 operated at 
a profit for the ^traction of a 
single by-product which was not 
even considered before the experi¬ 
ments began. 

“This product is the carbon (kelp 
char) and it is used in purifying 


sugars, syrups, organic fields and 
many other chemical?preparations. 

'It is pow also successfully used 
'or the recovery of gasoline from 
bilwell gases, benzole from coke 
oven gases, for the recovery of 
ether, acetone, alcohol, and many 
other solvents in large manufac¬ 
tures. 

“It is further used to absorb dis¬ 
agreeable odors in slaughter houses 
and soap factories. 

“It has been estimated that the 
kelp beds of Southern California 
alone are capable of supporting an 
industry with an annual production 
worth $15,000,000, and that all of 
the kelp beds on the Pacific Coast, 


between Alaska and Dower Califor¬ 
nia, might yield $150,000,000 worth 
of potash, carbon and iodine an¬ 
nually. 

“The Import into the United 
States of these products amounts 
to about $40,000,000 per year. 

“To follow up the good work of 
our Government and. to convert 
these unlimited masses of kelp into 
the valuable chemicals mentioned, 
a number of Los Angeles business 
men have organized and incor¬ 
porated the California Kelp Com¬ 
pany, with a capital of $ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

"They have contracted for the 
possession of the patented kelp har¬ 
vester, which cuts and loads about 


100 tons of raw kelp in one hour. 

“They also have secured an ideal 
factory site of five acres with 200 - 
foot waterfront, protected from 
storms and in close proximity to 
the heaviest kelp beds on the coast. 

It is planned at first to build a 
plant of 200 tons capacity per day 
and to increase this capacity latar 
to 1000 tons. 

“Later on, kelp drying*- station* 
will be erected along the coast, 
close to the larger kelp beds, to 
convert the raw material into char, 
which then will be shipped to the 
factory to be processed. This sys¬ 
tem will greatly reduce the over¬ 
head expenses.”

Plan City Survey 
of Small Houses 


For the purpose of reviewing 
email home construction activity in 
Southern California since January 1 
the statistical department of the 
United Bonded Contractors’ Asso¬ 
ciation, ah organization of small 
home builders, has undertaken a 
survey which when completed will 
be one of the most thorough ever 
made in this territory, it is said. 

The survey, it is said, will show 
definitely how many California 
bungalows and duplex dwellings 
costing less than $25,000 have been 
erected this year in Los Angeles 
and surrounding communities. It 
will also disclose, officials of the 
organization say, the number of 
brick, frame, stucco and concrete 
houses which have been built this 
year. 

Copies of the survey will be sent 
to all local banking institutions. 


The beds of the giant kelp on the 
coast of the Pacific Ocean are des¬ 
tined to supply inexhaustible quan¬ 
tities of raw material for an entire 
new industry manufacturing mainly 
carbon, potash and iodine. 

Long before the World War 
started, certain concerns manufac¬ 
tured potash from kelp, but they all 
failed because of the high cost of 
production. The war boosted the 
price of potash to $300, and more, 
per ton. 

Quite a number of large and small 
kelp plants along the coast were 
then pocketing the enormous profits 
from temporarily constructed fac¬ 
tories -without thinking of searching 
for by-products to put the potash 
business permanently on a commer¬ 
cial basis. 

The desire for a home source of 
potash and independence from for¬ 
eign countries regarding this prod¬ 
uct was then very strong with our 
federal Government. 

It realized that it would be nec¬ 
essary to develop by-products from 
kelp in order that potash could be 
manufactured and sold in competi¬ 
tion with the imported article. 

EXPERIMENTS ARE STARTED 

In 1917, therefore, Congress 
authorized the Bureau of Soils, De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, to build 
and operate an experimental kelp 
plant of 100 tons daily capacity at 
Summerland, California. 

Dr. J. W. Turrentine was ap¬ 
pointed as manager. This plant 
was operated nearly five years at 
a cost of over $600,000. The results 
were more than satisfactory, as a 
number of valuable by-products 
were established as jprocurable from 
kelp. 

One of them, the Decolorizing 
Carbon, is gained in such quantities 
and is of such a high grade and 
value that it puts potash in the sec¬ 
ond place, with iodine as a good 
third. 

The “Flow-Sheet” of the Govern¬ 
ment chemist shows that 100 tons of 
raw kelp will yield 1500 pounds of 
carbon, three tons of potash and 
twenty pounds of iodine, besides 
some other chemicals in smaller 
quantities. 

In his article entitled “Old Ocean’s 
Ungathered Wealth," appearing in 
the “Nation’s Business,” published 
by the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, the United States Com¬ 
missioner of Fisheries, Henry O'Mal¬ 
ley, says about the giant kelp: 

"It is a most remarkable plant, 
reaches a length of 50 to 75 feet, 
the last 20 to 25 feet lying on the 
surface of the water, and it can be 
harvested every three months with¬ 
out the slightest injury to the beds. 
The marine mowing machines with 
which kelp is harvested, cut the

With the advice and the assist¬ 
ance of your architect, invite only 
those contractors who are comp*- 
tent and honest to submit proposals, 
and who have demonstrated their 
ability to build the kind of hous* 
you have in mind. 

If you hand pick your contrac¬ 
tors before you take estimates, you 
are safe in awarding contracts to 
the lowest bidders—those really en¬ 
titled to the work. 

Having signed contracts with th« 
various contractors, give no order* 
or directions to them. 

All these must be transmitted 
through the architect, who, a* 
executive in charge of the work, 
will know at once whether such 
suggestions involve extra work and 
material, and thus you will be fully 
advised and can avoid an “extra'* 
If you choose.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 15.—Armies 
of rival military governors 
fighting for possession of Shang¬ 
hai battled with renewed force 
on all sectors this morning when 
the end of a storm and reap¬ 
pearance of sunshine became a 
signal for general resumption of 
warfare. 

The fighting today was more 
intense along the line of the 
Shanghai - Nanking railway at 
Hwangtu, 15 miles west of here, 
where the defending Chekiang 
forces were entrenched along the 
creek bank and succeeded in 
holding the line through the day. 

Severe Fighting 

Severe fighting also was re¬ 
ported at Ihing, 100 miles west 
of Shanghai, a point where the 
Chekiang forces have been vic¬ 
torious in previous engagements. 

There was little activity in the 
Liuho sector northwest of here 
today, where it was said the in¬ 
vading Kiangsu force had been 
weakened by the movement of 
troops southward. 

Accept Situation 

The foreign population of 
Shanghai has recovered from the 
first alarm of the disorder inci¬ 
dent to China’s sectional war and 
today was accepting the situation 
philosophically, although business 
generally was suffering severely. 

The volunteer corps defending 
the foreign settlement has been 
reduced considerably, but there 
was no reduction in the foreign 
naval forces landed previously.

Vermont, Figue¬ 
roa, Broadway, Main, South Park 
and others. 

Twenty-five miles of Palos 
Verdes roads have been com¬ 
pleted at an average cost of $36,- 
000 per mile. The work was 
gigantic. To clear away a single 
obstruction took four months of 
drilling with a well-drilling out¬ 
fit at Douglas cut. near Rocky 
Point, south of Redondo. Sixty 
tons of dynamite costing $25,- 
000 was then exploded in a single 
blast, removing nearly 300,000 
cubic yards, mostly rock. This 
rock provided surfacing material 
for many miles of road. 

When completed this cut will 
open nearly five miles of road 
which will eventually become 
part of the Coast highway from 
Santa Monica to Point Firmin. 

Another road of especial im¬ 
portance, is the Mirlo road of the 
Malaga Cove section connecting 
with the highway between Re¬ 
dondo and Long Beach. This 
gives residents of San Pedro and 
other eastern points quick access 

The utmost co-operation was 
extended to the county road de¬ 
partment by the Palos Verdes Es¬ 
tates in the opening of Western 
Avenue to the sea, through Mira- 
leste and the grading on their 
part of the work through Mira- 
ieste was completed simultane¬ 
ously with the county work. 

The Palos Verdes road plan 
has set a new standard for 
Southern California, The main 
roads are 180 feet in width, 
“double-barreled,” planned to 
care for traffic, development of 
the years to come. Traffic con¬ 
gestion will never be a problem 
1u Palos Verdes. 

The great task of planning 
and laying out these roads along 
the contours of the beautifully 
terraced hills, overlooking the 
Pacific, was under the ex¬ 
perienced supervision of the fa- 
| mous landscape engineering or- 
i ganization of Olmstead Brothers. 

This noted firm has exercised 
a powerful influence upon the 
art of landscape gardening 
throughout the United States, 
through their work in park de¬ 
signing in Central Park, New 
; York City, the Chicago World’s 
1 Fair and scores of other im¬ 
portant works. 

Road-building is but one fea¬ 
ture of their many-sided work. 
Horticulture and' gardening are 
vital factors. 

Under the direction of J. F. 
Dawson, resident manager for 
Olmsted Brothers, hundreds of 
thousands of plants of manjfc va¬ 
rieties are being' propagated, in 
the big nurseries of the Palos 
Verdes Estates, ready to trans¬ 
plant when the rains come. 

“Simple and natural planting 
will be maintained' as far as pos¬ 
sible,” said Mr. Dawson, “but we 
are not confined wholly to native 
California plants. Many trees and 
shrubs from Chile, Australia and 
New Zealand have proved adapt¬ 
ed to California—some of the 
eucalyptus, acacia^, Lebanon ce¬ 
dar and deodar. Backgrounds are 
being made of thick forest 
growths of Monterey cypress, 
Monterey pine, fronted with dog¬ 
wood and other flowering shrubs 
as found at the edges of Eastern 
woods, decorative trees such as 
acacias, oleanders and broom. 

“For color effects, giving a 
succession of flowers throughout 
the year, we have planted sea 
lavender, creeping-Tantana, sea¬ 
side morning g:ory and other 
plants of this character. 

“To cover steep graded banks, 
left by road construction,” con¬ 
tinued Mr. Dawson, “we are 
planting myrtle, ivy, with groups 
of shrubs such as Spanish and'

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—If the 
school of painters which now has 
the upper hand in Germany pre¬ 
vails, the artist’s model will have 
lo look for another job, in the 
opinion of Professor Ludwig 
Justi, director of the National 
Gallery of Berlin. 

“W are living in the age of 
‘expressionism’ in art,” Director 
.Tpsti observed. “That means that 
the artist does not try to imitate 
and copy nature, but that he 
throws upon the canvas a revela¬ 
tion of his inner self. Thus many 
of our modern masters paint the 
figures of human beings without 
having any model before them. 
They say that the old masters 
used models, and that there is 
nothing more for the rising gen¬ 
eration of painters to do along 
that line. With all the photo¬ 
graph-like portraits that we have 
of women in every position and 
attitude, who in the world cares 
about additional pictures? 

“What the post-war generation 
is looking for is the expression of 
personal life, of personal exper¬ 
ience, of personal feeling,” the 
director declares. “The grow¬ 
ing generation of art lovers has 
experienced the sufferings of the 
world war, and it is now living 
in a period of unrest, of search¬ 
ing and seeking for the new. of 
casting out the old. The ‘ex- 
pressionistic’ school of artists 
therefore appeals to the young 
people.” 

While believing that the “ex- 
pressionistic” is the dominant 
art of the moment, Professor 
Justi is by no means sure that 
it will prevail. “Art is the 
expression of the feeling of a peo¬ 
ple in a given period,” he ob¬ 
served. “Also, modern life moves 
in contrasts', and' the pendulum 
swings much wider and more 
quickly today than formerly.”

SHANGHAI, Sept. 15.—Armies 
of rival military governors 
fighting for possession of Shang¬ 
hai battled with reneweej force 
on all sectors this morning when 
the end of a storm and reap¬ 
pearance of sunshine became a 
signal for general resumption of 
warfare. 

The fighting today was more 
intense along the line of the 
Shanghai - Nanking railway at 
Hwangtu, 15 miles west of here, 
where the defending Chekiang 
forces were entrenched along the 
creek bank and succeeded iu 
holding the line through the day. 
Severe Fighting 

Severe fighting also was re¬ 
ported at Ihing, 100 miles west 
of Shanghai, a point where the 
Chekiang forces have been vic¬ 
torious in previous engagements. 

There was little activity in the 
Liuho sector northwest of here 
today, where it was said the in¬ 
vading Kiangsu force had been 
weakened by the movement of 
troops southward. 

Accept Situation 

The foreign population of 
Shanghai has recovered from the 
first alarm of the disorder inci¬ 
dent to China’s sectional war and 
today was accepting the situation 
philosophically, although business 
generally was suffering severely. 

The volunteer corps defending 
the foreign settlement has been 
reduced considerably, but there 
was no reduction in the foreign 
naval forces landed previously.

The utmost co-operation was 
extended to the county road de¬ 
partment by the Palos Verdes Es¬ 
tates in the opening of Western 
Avenue to the sea, through Mira- 
leste and the grading on their 
part of the work through Mira- 
leste was completed simultane¬ 
ously with the county work. 

The Palos Verdes road plan 
has set a new standard for 
Southern California. The main 
roads are 180 feet in width, 
“double-barreled,” planned to 
care for traffic development of 
the years to come. Traffic con¬ 
gestion will never be a problem 
iu Palos Verdes. 

The great task of planning 
and laying out these roads along 
the contours of the beautifully 
terraced hills, overlooking the 
Pacific, was under the ex¬ 
perienced supervision of the fa¬ 
mous landscape engineering or- 
i ganization of Olmstead Brothers. 

This noted firm has exercised 
a powerful influence upon the 
art of landscape gardening 
throughout the United States, 
through their work iu park de¬ 
signing in Central Park, New 
York City, the Chicago World’s 
Fair and scores of other im¬ 
portant works. 

Road-building is but one fea¬ 
ture of their many-sided work. 
Horticulture and gardening are 
vital factors. 

Under the direction of J. F. 
Dawson, resident manager for 
Olmsted Brothers, hundreds of 
thousands of plants of manji va¬ 
rieties are being' propagated, in 
the big nurseries of the Palos 
Verdes Estates, ready to trans¬ 
plant when the rains come. 

“Simple and natural planting 
will be maintained as far as pos¬ 
sible,” said Mr. Dawson, “but we 
are not confined wholly to native 
California plants. Many trees and 
shrubs from Chile, Australia and 
New Zealand have proved adapt¬ 
ed to California—some of the 
eucalyptus, acacia;?, Lebanon ce¬ 
dar and deodar. Backgrounds are 
being made of thick forest 
growths of Monterey cypress, 
Monterey pine, fronted with dog¬ 
wood and other flowering shrubs 
as found at the edges of Eastern 
woods, decorative trees such as 
acacias, oleanders and broom. 

“For color effects, giving a 
succession of flowers throughout 
the year, we have planted sea 
lavender, creeping'" lantana, sea¬ 
side morning gtory and other 
plants of this character. 

“To cover steep graded banks, 
left by road construction," con¬ 
tinued Mr. Dawson, “we are 
planting myrtle, ivy, with groups 
of shrubs such as Spanish and

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—If the 
school of painters which now has 
the upper hand in Germany pre¬ 
vails, the artist’s model will have 
to look for another job, in the 
opinion of Professor Ludwig 
Justi, director of the National 
Gallery of Berlin. 

“W are living in the age of 
‘expressionism’ in art,” Director 
Justi observed. “That means that 
the artist does not try to imitate 
and copy nature, but that he 
throws upon the canvas a revela¬ 
tion of his inner self. Thus many 
of our modern masters paint the 
figures of human beings without 
having any model before them. 
They say that the old masters 
used models, and that there is 
nothing more for the rising gen¬ 
eration of painters to do along 
that line. With all the photo¬ 
graph-like portraits that we have 
of women in every position and 
attitude, who in the world cares 
about additional pictures? 

‘‘What the post-war generation 
is looking for is the expression of 
personal life, of personal exper¬ 
ience. of personal feeling,” the 
director declares. “The grow¬ 
ing generation of art lovers has 
experienced the sufferings of the 
world war, and it is now living 
in a period of unrest, of search¬ 
ing and seeking for the new, of 
casting out the old. The ‘ex- 
pressionistic’ school of artists 
therefore appeals to the young 
people.” 

While believing that the “ex- 
pressionistic” is the dominant 
art of the moment, Professor 
Justi is by no means sure that 
it will prevail. “Art is the 
expression of the feeling of a peo¬ 
ple in a given period,” he ob¬ 
served. “Also, modern life moves 
in contrasts) and' the pendulum 
swings much wider and more 
quickly today than formerly.”

S AN FERNANDO VALLEY HAS 
EXHI BITION OF PR ODUCTS 

Burbank Display Reveals Strides 
Made in Manufacturing Line 
Within Twenty Years 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE] 

BURBANK, Sept. 13 .—The first industrial exposition of 
the San Fernando Valley, which opened last Tuesday night 
and closed tonight, may be written down as an unqualified 
success. The exhibits covered practically every industry of the 
valley and of distributors of various articles with headquarters 
or places of business in the valley proper. They filled the 50,000 
feet of the floor space of the aluminum works and gave prac¬ 
tically a bird’s-eye view of industrial progress in a compara¬ 
tively, new territory—one not yet a score of years old. 


The exposition was at North 
Burbank. 

One of the notable features of 
the affair was a map of the San 
Fernando Valley twelve feet high 
and fifty feet long, which showed 
the extent of the valley, its towns, 
highways, car lines, railways and 
the location of numerous manufac¬ 
turing establishments. 

MOTOR TRUCK BEST 

The Moreland Motor Truck 
Company, the largest and admit¬ 
tedly most important industry in 
the valley, had on exhibition one 
of its new modern motor coaches 
being manufactured in addition 
to its line of motor trucks. The 
factory of the company is located 
in Burbank and covers eight acres, 
gives employment to 600 persons 
and has a pay roll of about $800.- 
000 a,nnually. Its sales last year 
were close to $6, 000 ,000. 

Another valley industry, started 
five months ago, that is purely a 
valley proposition in ownership, 
management and raw material, is 
the Lankershim Fruit Products 
Company. This company has a 
number of fruit products in the 
way of soft drinks and, though 
still in its infancy. Is daily bot¬ 
tling about 800 cases. Its prod¬ 
uct covers a wide range, but thus 
far its ginger ale and a new non¬ 
alcoholic drink called Moonshine 
lead in popularity. Plans for the 
expansion of its factory are under 
way. 

PIPE-ORGAN RECITAL 

One of the important exhibits 
was the showing of a concert and 
theater organ Installed in the au¬ 
ditorium by fhe Robert-Morton 
Company of Van Nuys, on which 
daily concerts were given by John 
Sayre. The organ was built by 
this company at its Van Nuys fac¬ 
tory, where more than 100 experts 
are employed, with an average 
pay roll of $5000 a week. The 
company ships organs to all parts 
of the world, recent shipments be¬ 
ing to Honolulu and Mexico City. 
A large bulk of their business goes 
to eastern cities. The factory is 
the leading .manufacturing interest 
of Van Nuys. At the present time 
plans are under way for a $25,000 
addition to the local plant and a 
big increase in the working force 
in order to supply the demand. 

Of the various canneries in the 
valley but one, the McKeen Can¬ 
ning Company, had an exhibit of 
canned pears, apricots and toma¬ 
toes. This cannery is located at 
Burbank and packs hundreds of 
tons of fruits and vegetables an¬ 
nually. Other valley canneries are 
located at Van Nuys and are 
equally as large, although not on 
the list of exhibitors. 

Poultry, dairy and baby lima 
bean industries of the valley did 


not exhibit, although the extent 
of their activities is given by the 
various chambers of commerce 
maintaining booths at the exposi¬ 
tion. Among these industries that 
bring to the valley many dollars 
annually are the Holly. Hewitt, 
Quality, Lankershim and other 
hatcheries, which ship out hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of baby chicks 
annually. 

BEAN CROP HEAVY 

The baby lima bean crop, - ac¬ 
cording to the bulletin of the Van 
N%s Chamber of Commerce, is 
estimated at $2,000,000 for 1924. 
Notable valley dairies are the Los 
Angeles Creamery Company at Van 
Nuys, the Adohr near Reseda, the 
Elliot Brant at Owensmouth and 
the Hartsook. San Fernando, while 
making no exhibit, is the center 
of the citrus industry in the val¬ 
ley and reports the shipment of 
large quantities of oranges and 
lemons. 

Chamber of Commerce booths 
with attendants in charge for the 
distribution of litertature are 
maintained by Mission Acres, Van 
Nuys, Burbank, Glendale, the as¬ 
sociated chambers of the valley 
and the Ventura Boulevard cham¬ 
ber. 

The Security Bank has an at¬ 
tractive booth and literature of a 
genera] nature, including road 
maps, is being distributed. 

The automobile exhibit is large 
and is made by valley dealers ex¬ 
clusively, Chevrolet, Ford, Olds- 
mobile, Nash, Buick, Chrysler 
Dodge, Oakland. Star, Cleveland 
and other cars are attracting at 
tention. The exhibit is not of th 
higher-priced cars but of thos 
that have special interest to th 
country where the agencies ju . 
maintained.

Local exhibits of furniture, ra¬ 
dios, electric appliances, washers, 
phonographs and many other ar¬ 
ticles are shown in handsomely 
decorated booths.

TO ALL MASONS THROUGHOUT THE 
JURISDICTION: 


The week of September 14-20 is hereby 
set aside as Constitution Week. This 
is the same week the American Bar Associ¬ 
ation has designated as such. 

It is fitting that Masons should con¬ 
cern themselves in every movement calcu¬ 
lated to advance the education of the peo¬ 
ple, or to increase the prosperity, or insure 
the welfare of the Nation. 1 hat such 
movements occur frequently is a matter of 
encouragement to all good citizens. 1 he 
forces of discontent and disruption are never 
idle. Even in this great Republic there 
are elements seeking to spread the gospel 
of hatred. There are those who are at¬ 
tempting to sow the seeds of suspicion and 
discord among their fellows. 1 hey would 
array class against class with the intention, 
wholly avowed, to destroy all that the toil 
of generations has built in the structure of 
our Government. 

The naming of a week to be devoted 
to the consideration of the Constitution of 
the United States is not intended to be 
a mere gesture. It is not intended that 
there shall be empty repetitions of phrases 
taken from the basic document of our 
American life. The occasion can mean lit¬ 
tle or much, as it is given over to platitu¬ 
dinous utterances, or is made an effort for 
real thought and reasoned conclusions. 
Rightly considered, this movement is an at¬ 
tempt to define and make clear the Ameri¬ 
can attitude. It is a seeking for an under¬ 
standing of the foundations upon which 
the structure of this Nation is built. We 
study the great principles that were writ¬ 
ten into the charter of our Government 
with the idea that those principles shall not 
fail of understanding or of practical ap¬ 
plication. 

It is probably safe to say that the Con¬ 
stitution heretofore has been too much con¬ 


sidered a thing to worship—something to be 
referred to with pride, and yet regarded as 
not coming within the practical view of 
the average citizen. It has been for law¬ 
making bodies to consider, or for courts 
to define, but not for men and women to 
understand as an essential to their welfare 
or as a necessity to the permanence of the 
Republic. The setting aside of this week 
as Constitution Week, has as a primary pur¬ 
pose, to bring the basic provisions and safe¬ 
guards of that Constitution, the basis of 
our freedom, within the knowledge and 
comprehension of all. 

To the Masons of California I appeal 
with confidence, that they make of this 
week a time of value to themselves and 
to the craft. A considerable portion of 
those who formed this Republic and gave 
substance to its ideals were of our frater¬ 
nity. It is safe to say that these men 
brought to the councils that framed our 
Constitution the principles they had learned 
in Masonry. He that can not see in the 
thoughts and words expressed in the early 
life of this Republic the influence of Ma¬ 
sonry is poorly informed, indeed. 

The time and the circumstances of the 
time demand from us a serious study of 
present-day conditions; let us, therefore, 
meet and make this week a week of real 
benefit to ourselves, to our communities. 

I therefore hope that every Lodge, either 
singly or in groups, or in assisting some 
public meeting of the community, will en¬ 
thusiastically join in the observance of this 
week. In our ranks are those who are 
well informed on the subject—men who 
have given long and close study to the 
problems that confront the Nation. Let 
us requisition them for the meeting. In 
this, as in any other work for the common 
good, Masons must not fail nor fall be¬ 
hind.

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THE EUCLIDEAN 

TO ALL MASONS THROUGHOUT THE 
JURISDICTION: 


The week of September 14-20 is hereby 
set aside as Constitution Week. This 
is the same week the American Bar Associ¬ 
ation has designated as such. 

It is fitting that Masons should con¬ 
cern themselves in every movement calcu¬ 
lated to advance the education of the peo¬ 
ple, or to increase the prosperity, or insure 
the welfare of the Nation. 1 hat such 
movements occur frequently is a matter of 
encouragement to all good citizens. 1 he 
forces of discontent and disruption are never 
idle. Even in this great Republic there 
are elements seeking to spread the gospel 
of hatred. There are those who are at¬ 
tempting to sow the seeds of suspicion and 
discord among their fellows. '1 hey would 
array class against class with the intention, 
wholly avowed, to destroy all that the toil 
of generations has built in the structure of 
our Government. 

The naming of a week to be devoted 
to the consideration of the Constitution of 
the United States is not intended to be 
a mere gesture. It is not intended that 
there shall be empty repetitions of phrases 
taken from the basic document of our 
American life. The occasion can mean lit¬ 
tle or much, as it is given over to platitu¬ 
dinous utterances, or is made an effort for 
real thought and reasoned conclusions. 
Rightly considered, this movement is an at¬ 
tempt to define and make clear the Ameri¬ 
can attitude. It is a seeking for an under¬ 
standing of the foundations upon which 
the structure of this Nation is built. We 
study the great principles that were writ¬ 
ten into the charter of our Government 
with the idea that those principles shall not 
fail of understanding or of practical ap¬ 
plication. 

It is probably safe to say that the Con¬ 
stitution heretofore has been too much con¬ 


sidered a thing to worship—something to be 
referred to with pride, and yet regarded as 
not coming within the practical view of 
the average citizen. It has been for law¬ 
making bodies to consider, or for courts 
to define, but not for men and women to 
understand as an essential to their welfare 
or as a necessity to the permanence of the 
Republic. The setting aside of this week 
as Constitution Week, has as a primary pur¬ 
pose, to bring the basic provisions and safe¬ 
guards of that Constitution, the basis of 
our freedom, within the knowledge and 
comprehension of all. 

To the Masons of California I appeal 
with confidence, that they make of this 
week a time of value to themselves and 
to the craft. A considerable portion of 
those who formed this Republic and gave 
substance to its ideals were of our frater¬ 
nity. It is safe to say that these men 
brought to the councils that framed our 
Constitution the principles they had learned 
in Masonry. He that can not see in the 
thoughts and words expressed in the early 
life of this Republic the influence of Ma¬ 
sonry is poorly informed, indeed. 

The time and the circumstances of the 
time demand from us a serious study of 
present-day conditions; let us, therefore, 
meet and make this week a week of real 
benefit to ourselves, to our communities. 

I therefore hope that every Lodge, either 
singly or in groups, or in assisting some 
public meeting of the community, will en¬ 
thusiastically join in the observance of this 
week. In our ranks are those who are 
well informed on the subject—men who 
have given long and close study to the 
problems that confront the Nation. Let 
us requisition them for the meeting. In 
this, as in any other work for the common 
good. Masons must not fail nor fall be¬ 
hind.

Weekly Pay Rolls Increase 
$750MO Over 1923 


/\ early 2000 [Sew Factories 
Recorded in Year 
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More than 20.000 of the new 1 
Manufacturers’ Directories issued 
by the Chamber of Commerce, have 
been distributed to retail buyers 
and purchasing agents throughout 
the eleven Western States, accord¬ 
ing to A. Q. Ar”oll, manager of 
the industrial department which t 
issues the directory annually. 

The directory, which contains 
the names of more than 5100 man¬ 
ufacturing plants in the Los An¬ 
geles metropolitan area, is used by 
the chamber to further the in- ! 
terests of local industries in their 
logical trade territory which in¬ 
cludes the eleven Western States. 

It contains the names of those 
factories which last year turned 
out $1,151,643,537 worth of man¬ 
ufactured products, or an increase 
over the preceding year of $191,- 
837,034. These plants maintain a 
weekly pay roll of $6,075,097, an 
increase of $749,863 over the week¬ 
ly pay roll of 1923. 

MANY NEW PLANTS 
Approximately (760 more names 
appear in the 1924 directory than 
In the one issued laHt year. The 
directory shows a decided increase 
in many lines of industry here 
during the last year over the pre¬ 
ceding twelve months. The chem¬ 
ical industry, Mr, Arnoll points out, 
has increased enormously, there 
having been a number of national¬ 
ly-known chemical plants estab¬ 
lished here during the past year. 

The textile group also enjoyed 
an enormous expansion, as did the 
wearing apparel lines. In many 
lines, nationally-known Industries 
were added to the metropolitan 
area, thus lending prestige to their 
particular manufacturing groups. 

“Los Angeles is now well estab¬ 
lished on an industrial basis,” de¬ 
clares Mr Arnoll. “This is large¬ 
ly due to the ‘Balanced Prosperity' 
campaign which the chamber’s in- : 
dustrial department has been con- i 
ducting during the past few years 
in an effort t.o kee" the city’s in- ; 
dustrial exansion at an even pace 
with its growth in population. This I 
campaign, waged out of a special j 
fund known as the 'Balanced Pros¬ 
perity' tund, provides for the em¬ 
ployment of experts in various lines 
of industry, to survey the resources 
of the Southland in order to de¬ 
termine what types of induscry

From a corporation of Free Masons ex¬ 
ercising their calling under the direct au¬ 
thority and protection of the Pope, to the 
present independent organization of Free 
and Accepted Masons is a far cry. The or¬ 
iginal operative Masons were skilled crafts¬ 
men, traveling over Europe under orders 
of the Vatican, building and repairing 
churches. If a mayor, prince, or even a 
king, attempted to interfere with their pro¬ 
fession or call in question their compensa¬ 
tion, the terrors of excommunication were 
immediately made manifest. But the ideas 
of these craftsmen on the subject of archi¬ 
tecture and building developed much more 
rapidly than the ideas of the church. These 
men became independent thinkers with con¬ 
ceptions of life and God that did not con¬ 
form to ecclesiastical formula. The result 
was that a ban was put on the organization 


by the Pope. Records were burned in many 
instances. Its members received the punish¬ 
ment of excommunication and a papal bull 
obliterated all outward signs of secret so¬ 
cieties. But in spite of papal decree and 
church opposition, Free Masonry grew. 

Operative Masonry became a speculative 
profession, and with it the splendid ideas 
that every man has the right to worship 
God according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, and the absolute necessity of 
keeping the church and state forever apart. 

Freedom of religious thought and the 
non-interference of ecclesiasticism in tempo¬ 
ral affairs are two precious legacies left by 
those who laid the foundations of our an¬ 
cient and honorable fraternity. May we 
cherish these legacies and hold fast to them 
as fundamental truths in the development 
of civilization.

SUGAR FACTORY 
FOR ACAPONETA 


Californians Will Build New 
Factory in Mexico 


EAST OBSERVES 
LOCAL INDUSTRY

Orders for Machinery Placed 
in Los Angeles 


Five Hundred Acres of Cane 
to be Ready in January 


ACAPONETA (Nayarit, Mex.) 
Oct. 11.—William Dunn, manager 
of the Hacienda de Quimichis. the 
80,0 00-acre ranch owned by Cali¬ 
fornians, and located on the delta 
lands of the Acaponeta River near 
here, has announced the immediate 
construction of a large panoche- 
sugar mill to be erected on this 
property. Machinery and necessary 
equipment for the plant have been 
purchased in Los Angeles and are 
at the present time en route to 
this point. 

Experiments in sugar-cane cul¬ 
ture by Manager Dunn on the delta 
river lands ol’ Nayai'it have proven 
that the successful production of 
sugar cane is assured. A larger 
tonnage per acre, higher sugar con¬ 
tent, and the maturity of the crop 
without the necessity of artificial 
irrigation, are advantages of this 
new district of Nayarit not avail¬ 
able in other localities, it is stated. 

Initial production at Quimichis 
hacienda will be from 500 acres of 
cane, which will be ready for har¬ 
vest in January. Additional cane 
plantings are also being made. 

In addition to the panoche fac¬ 
tory being installed by Manager 
Dunn, word has been received 
here from Dr. Peter Janss of Los 
Aqgeles, sales agent for this prop¬ 
erty, that a 10-000-acre unit of 
Quimichis hacienda recently has 
been taken on option by a well- 
known American sugar refining 
company. This company, so ad¬ 
vices state, will go heavily into 
the production of sugar cane at 
Quimichis and will Install a sugar 
refinery costing in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $1,000,000. A branch rail¬ 
road, connecting the proposed refin¬ 
ery with the Southern Pacific of 
Mexico lines, is also proposed and 
will be built from a point near 
Acaponeta. 

Dr. Janss further states that 
other sales of Quimichis lands are 
in prospect to cane growers, who 
will produce sugar cane under a 
ten-year contract for the proposed 
new refining company. Additional 
sales of lands to a Los Angeles 
concern interested in the produc¬ 
tion of bananas for the California 
market also are under considera¬ 
tion.

T HE prospective home-owner has 
a bewildering amount of de¬ 
tail to consider. He expects 
to build but once, so is impressed 
with the fact that he must attend 
to these details himself. 

Much of it is a matter of balanc¬ 
ing taste and poclcetboolc. He can 
look at the various types of ma¬ 
terial offered and decide which is 
most pleasing to his eye for the 
amount he can afford to spend. 

When he reaches the heating 
plant he finds that the choice is 
somewhat more complicated. A va¬ 
riety of apparatus is offered him. 

A mass of technical details are 
brought to his notice which means 
little or nothing to him and tends 
only to confuse the issue. 

Through a long acquaintance 
•with the industry of heating homes 
1 presume to offer him some ad¬ 
vice. I'm going to tell him briefly 
what I would expect of a heating 
plant and how I would go about 
getting It. 

AS TO COSTS 

First of all, one expects a heat¬ 
ing plant to produce something un¬ 
seen in the living quarters of his 
home—warmth—enough for the 
cold weather, not too much on 
milder d^ys. 

To be really wnrth while the plant 
must do this without consuming too 
much fuel or requiring too much 
attention. 

A millionaire cannot get more 
from his heating plant even though 
he insist on having gold plated 
radiators to adorn his living quar¬ 
ters. The humblest home can have 
It at a reasonable price with a 
properly designed system. 

The first step in obtaining such 
a system is to consult some one 
who understands the heating of 
buildings. 

Go to a heating contractor In 
whom you have confidence. Ask 
him to design a plant for the house 
Which you have planned. 

FLUE IS IMPORTANT 

Tell him that you want the house 
properly heated by a plant that can 
be operated economically and con¬ 
veniently. Give him an approxi- 


<^mate Idea of what 3 ou can a f ford 
to pay for your home and trus' his 
Judgment In technical details. 

Turning the design over to a 
heating contractor does not relieve 
the owner from all responsibility. 
Many a good plant has been spoiled 
by a poorly constructed or inade¬ 
quate flue. 

Ask your heating contractor what 
size flue is necessary. Insist on 
having one of that size and then 
demand a smoke test before ac¬ 
cepting the work of your mason as 
complete. 

The importance of this test as 
a means of discovering faulty flues 
cannot be overestimated. 

Your heating contractor will ad¬ 
vise expenditures for certain Items 
which you may think' unnecessary. 
These items are sometimes ne¬ 
glected in speculative building, re¬ 
sulting in slightly cheaper initial 
expense, but much greater fuel con¬ 
sumption during the heating sea¬ 
son. 

For instance, he will advise cov¬ 
ering the boiler and all the piping 
with a heat insulating material. 
This may seem like a frill to you. 
Experience has shown, however, 
that the fuel saved will pay for this 
item in a few seasons, making it 
really an excellent investment. 

Then there is the automatic tem¬ 
perature regulator. Besides being 
a great convenience in saving many 
steps to the cellar and a great com¬ 
fort in giving you a warm house in 
which to dress in the morning, the 
regulator will pay for Itself in the 
fuel saved and at the same time in¬ 
sure an even temperature in the 
home. 

When considering Items of this 
kind, remember that, while unseen, 
your heating plant is the heart of 
your home. 

Money invested in a good heating 
plant is money Invested in warmth 
during the winter months, warmth 
that means comfort and happiness 
for your family and yourself. 

Money invested in a good heating 
plant is money wisely invested, for 
it increases the value of your home 
if you should desire to sell, nnd 
pays you excellent interest in fuel 
saved while you are using the house 
yourself.

WINDOW GARDENS

HERE is nothing which makes<f in the bottom so that the water

I a home more attractive and 
inviting than well shaped, 
flower filled window boxes. 

They not only lend the needed 
touch of color but they break up 
the blankness of the wall and cause 
the house to blend harmoniously 
with the landscape, making it look 
as though it belonged there. 

This Is the age of harmony and 
ftrtistic blending in house decora¬ 
tions, so do not overlook the fact 
that the boxes should match the 
Windows. 

, For tall, narrow windows which 
require a decorative note, use a. 
basket box which is made of woven 
wire and holds a tin container for 
the soil. 

Do not plant long, trailing vines 
Which will overhang the sides, as 
this will accentuate the tallness nnd 
narrowness of the windows. 

If a really ornate window box is 
desired, have one made of wrought 
Iron with scrolls extending from 
each side and use supporting 
brackets of scroll design. 

It may be painted black and gilded 
or merely left as it is. This fix¬ 
ture would be permanent. 

If the house is to be of stucco, 
permanent boxes may be con¬ 
structed while it is being built. 

Attach the box securely to the 
window and have it stucco covered, 
but be sure to insert tiny pipes 


cay. 

Such a box may be made colorful 
by facing it with various colored 
tiles around the top. 

A very novel arrangement is a 
box with two compartments. The 
front compartment to hold the soil 
and the back one for water. 

Plants with no blossoms, such as 
vines and foliage, may be placed 
in front, while brilliantly colored 
cut flowers may be kept in the back 
compartment all the year round, 
or laurel Instead of the cut flow¬ 
ers may be used in the winter.

T HE prospective home-owner has 
a bewildering amount of de¬ 
tail to consider. Ho expects 
to build but once, so is Impressed 
with the fact that he must attend 
to these details himself. 

Much of it is a matter of balanc¬ 
ing taste and pocketbook. He can 
look at the various types of ma¬ 
terial offered and decide which is 
most pleasing to his eye for the 
amount he can afford to spend. 

When he reaches the heating 
plant he finds that the choice is 
somewhat more complicated. A va¬ 
riety of apparatus is offered him. 

A mass of technical details are 
brought to his notice which means 
little or nothing to him and tends 
enly to confuse the issue. 

Through a long acquaintance 
<wlth the industry of heating homes 
t presume to offer him some ad¬ 
vice. I’m going to tell him briefly 
what I would expect of a heating 
plant and how I would go about 
getting it. 

AS TO COSTS 

First of all, one expects a heat¬ 
ing plant to produce something un¬ 
seen In the living quarters of his 
home—w-armth—enough for the 
cold weather, not too much on 
milder dg-ys. 

To be really worth while the plant 
must do this without consuming too 
much fuel or requiring too much 
attention. 

A millionaire cannot get more 
from his heating plant even though 
he Insist on having gold plated 
radiators to adorn his living quar¬ 
ters. The humblest home can have 
It at a reasonable price with a 
properly designed system. 

The first step In obtaining such 
a system is to consult some one 
who understands the heating of 
buildings. 

Go to a heating contractor In 
whom you have confidence. Ask 
him to design a plant for the house 
Which you have planned. 

FLUE IS IMPORTANT 

Tell him that you want the house 
properly heated by a plant that can 
be operated economically and con¬ 
veniently. Give him an approxl- 


^>mate idea of what 5 ou can afford 
to pay for your home and trus' his 
judgment In technical details. 

Turning the design over to a 
heating contractor does not relieve 
the owner from all responsibility. 
Many a good plant has been spoiled 
by a poorly constructed or inade¬ 
quate flue. 

Ask your heating contractor what 
size flue is necessary. Insist on 
having one of that size and then 
demand a smoke test before ac¬ 
cepting the work of your mason as 
complete. 

The importance of this test as 
a means of discovering faulty flue 3 
cannot be overestimated. 

Your heating contractor will ad¬ 
vise expenditures for certain Items 
which you may think’ unnecessary. 
These items axe sometimes ne¬ 
glected In speculative building, re- 
- suiting in slightly cheaper initial 
expense, but much greater fuel con¬ 
sumption during the heating sea¬ 
son. 

For Instance, he will advise cov¬ 
ering the boiler and all the piping 
with a heat insulating material. 
This may seem like a frill to you. 
Experience has shown, however, 
that the fuel saved will pay for this 
Item In a few seasons, making it 
really an excellent investment. 

Then there is the automatic tem¬ 
perature regulator. Besides being 
a great convenience in saving many 
steps to the cellar and a great com¬ 
fort In giving you a warm house in 
which to dress in the morning, the 
regulator will pay for Itself in the 
fuel saved and at the same time in¬ 
sure an even temperature in the 
home. 

When considering Items of this 
kind, remember that, while unseen, 
your heating plant is the heart of 
your home. 

Money invested in a good heating 
plant is money invested in warmth 
during the winter months, warmth 
that means comfort and happiness 
for your family and yourself. 

Money invested in a good heating 
plant Is money wisely Invested, for 
it increases the value of your home 
if you should desire to sell, and 
pays you excellent interest in fuel 
saved while you are using the house 
yourself.

WINDOW GARDENS 

By United Bonded Contractors' Association 

HERE is nothing which makes<f in the bottom so that the water 

may drain properly, otherwise the 
roofs of the flowers would soon de- 


I a home more attractive and 
"*• inviting than well shaped, 
flower filled window boxes. 

They not only lend the needed 
touch of color but they break up 
the blankness of the wall and cause 
the house to blend harmoniously 
with the landscape, making it look 
as though it belonged there. 

This is the age of harmony and 
artistic blending in house decora¬ 
tions, so do not overlook the fact 
that the boxes should match the 
Windows. 

For tall, narrow windows which 
require a decorative note, use a 
basket box which Is made of woven 
wire and holds a tin container for 
the soiL 

Do not plant long, trailing vines 
which will overhang the sides, as 
this will accentuate the tallness and 
narrowness of the windows. 

If a really ornate window box is 
desired, have one made of wrought 
Iron with scrolls extending from 
each side and use supporting 
brackets of scroll design. 

It may be painted black and gilded 
or merely left as it is. This fix¬ 
ture would be permanent. 

If the house is to be of stucco, 
permanent boxes may be con- 
■tructed while it is being built. 

Attach the box securely to the 
window and have it stucco covered, 
but be sure to Insert tiny pipes 


cay. 

Such a box may be made colorful 
by faring it with various colored 
tiles around the top. 

A very novel arrangement Is a 
box with two compartments. The 
front compartment to hold the soil 
and the back one for water. 

Plants with no blossoms, such as 
vines and foliage, may be placed 
In front, while brilliantly colored 
cut flowers may be kept in the back 
compartment all the year round, 
or laurel Instead of the cut flow¬ 
ers may be used in the winter. 

HILL SIGNAL LIGHT

Firpo needs,” quoth a critic today,

with Charley Weinert in Newark 
last night, the writer lends his 
hearty commendation to this sug¬ 
gestion, provided the following con¬ 
dition is accepted: 

Firpo must do all his road work 
in one direction, to wit, due south, 
with Buenos Aires as his immedi¬ 
ate objective. 

He is all over and done within 
these parts, through as a show man, 
through as a drawing card, through 
as a tighter. His speed is gone, so 
is his punch. 

ONLY $12,000 

There is not the slightest reason 
for him to .dally longer here. He 
drew only $ 12 , 001 ? at the box office 
and a beating in almost every round 
for his efforts last night. Weinert, 
trained for once in his life, simply 
stabbed the senor's fac4 into hu¬ 
man hamburger. 

Luis, meantime, essayed ludi¬ 
crous attempts at boxing and foot 
work while the fat about his abdo¬ 
men jellied and shook and shivered. 
These rolls of flesh are a permanent 
Institution. Firpo tyeighed 222 
pounds, nearly his normal ringside 
poundage. He had taken off every¬ 
thing that was due to come. 

Ringside critics varied in award¬ 
ing Weinert from nine rounds to 
the entire 12 , but this seemed to the 
writer to be dabbling in morbid de¬ 
tails. The exhibition itself was bad 
enough without parading its post¬ 
mortems. Suffice it to say that if 
Firpo won any one of the 12 rounds 
he skillfully concealed the fact from 
the general public. 

This is the same man who ven¬ 
tured within a punch of winning the 
heavyweight championship from 
Jack Dentpsey hardly more than 
year ago. He, perforce, is not the 
same fighter. He merely has the 
same name and position of the eye¬ 
brows. 

NOT SO GOOD 

His successive exhibitions against 
Wills and Weinert have led to the 
supposition that Dempsey was eith¬ 
er a very charitable or a very stu¬ 
pid young man on the memorable 
night of Sept. 14, 1923. 

Dempsey slugged with the sen or. 
No one does that nowadays. They 
simplv step around his anchored 
hulk and slap him silly. They might 
even go so far as to slug with him, 
if they cared to do so. Seemingly 
that famed right hand of his is no 
more. 

That might be taken as account¬ 
ing for the fact that Firpo loses 
now where once he knocked them 
out, and in one sense, it does. In 
another it does nothing of the kind. 

When Firpo was beating Bren¬ 
nan, Willard and others, he had the 
winning complex. He was a tough 
citizen with a heavy punch and he 
thought he was invincible. He 
knows now that he is not and with 
that knowledge, 50 per cent of his 
morale, his will to win, has gone 
out oi him.

clination of about 33 degrees, 
and while the eccentricity of 
about fifty-five one-hundredths 'is 
equalled by two other planets, there 
is no other planet now known which 
has both such high inclination and 
eccentricity. 

“At its closest approach to the ! 
earth about a month before discov- I 
ery, near perihelion, September’ 23, 
the new planet’s distance was about 
20,000,000 miles, or approximately 
the distance of the famous planets 
( Bros and Albert at their closest 
approach. The new planet is now- 
receding from the earth and the 
sun. 

DAILY MOTION OF PLANET 

The mean daily motion of the 
new planet is about 7.85 seconds of 
arc. The length of the semi-major 
axis of the ellipse is two and three- 
quarters astronomical units. The 
orbit intersects the elliptic at .1 
point 243 degrees east of the venial 
equinox and the perihelion (point 
of the orbit nearest the sun) lies 
103 degrees farther east in the orbit. 

"The investigation was made pos¬ 
sible chiefly by the accurate ob¬ 
servation secured at the Lick ob¬ 
servatory since October 30 by As¬ 
sistant Astronomer H. M. Jeffers 
and Astronomer R. ,H. Tucker. An 
observation of October 27 by Dr. 

V. Riesbroeck, at the Yerkes obser¬ 
vatory at the University of Chi¬ 
cago and one by E. C. Bower at the 
United States naval observatory at 
Washington, D. C„ also were 
utilized."

continues. Similar results are im¬ 
minent with respect to other out¬ 
door recreational facilities. For 
very little longer will lands along 
our river channels be available for 
public use. .Subdivisions and en¬ 
croaching development are taking 
no account of the public need of 
such areas. 

Private leases are taking much of 
the forest area, and while this type 
of development is desirable to a 
Certain extent, there are no avail¬ 
able means for public development 
of mountain lands. 

Without further discussion it can 
be said that with a present popula¬ 
tion of a little over two million, the 
metropolitan area centering in Los 
Angeles has more than reached the 
limit of its recreational resources 
and is seeing them diminish in actual 
extent. 

Our people have been forced to go 
farther and farther out for outdoor 
recreation. Many Los Angeles peo¬ 
ple have tried to avoid the conges¬ 
tion on local beaches by going into 
Orange County and to the Ventura 
County beaches, and are, now finding 
that even many of these are being 
subdivided and fenced off. 

A survey of the situation shows 
that several county governments 
and sixty incorporated cities are in¬ 
volved in the jurisdiction of the 
problem. 

There is no agency with sufficient 
authority and means of financing 
to undertake a comprehensive pro¬ 
gram for beach and park acquisi¬ 
tion and improvement in a manner 
adequate to fulfil the need. There 
Is no means for co-ordinated action 
on the part of existing governmental 
units. 

In 1915 Los Angeles County faced 
a problem similar from the govern¬ 
mental standpoint. That was the 
flood control problem. The only 
adequate means which could be de- 
•vised for its solution were found in 
the creation of the Flood Control 
District—a unit of administration 
and financing that is co-extensive 
with the problem. 

It functions as a unit throughout 
the whole region affected, although 
that includes forty-three municipal¬ 
ities with interspersed unincorporat¬ 
ed territory -under direct control of 
the Los Angeles County government. 

A similar solution would seem ad¬ 
visable in the matter of securing and 
maintaining beach frontage for pub¬ 
lic use, as well as of the establish¬ 
ment of mountain recreational 
areas and parks of regional interest 
In the intervening territory. 

The suggestion of such a solution 
emanated as a definite movement 
from the Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission of Los Angeles Cbuntv. Va¬ 
rious city and civic authorities have 
been participating in its evolution. 

A two months trip by the writer 
throughout the country early In this 
year, while inquiring into all phases 
of city and regional development, 
was devoted especially to a study of 
the regional or metropolitan park 
problem. 

Particular attention was paid to 
the possibility of the use of regional

of meetings have been held in ex¬ 
planation of the proposal. 

Committees In the matter have 
been appointed in Ventura and 
Orange Counties, in each case a 
member of the Board of Supervisors 
serving with the committee. 

Civic and municipal leaders in the 
extreme southwest portion of San 
Bernardino County are taking the 
first steps for a similar committee 
from that portion of their county. 

These committees will meet in 
joint session with similar commit¬ 
tees now in existence in Los An¬ 
geles County to determine the de¬ 
tails of the entire project and to 
decide whether it shall be under- 
talcen upon an inter-county basis. 


The territory suggested, Ventura, 
Los Angeles and Orange Counties, 
with a small portion of San Ber¬ 
nardino County, would seem to con¬ 
stitute a logical regional unit from 
the recreational standpoint. 

It contains within it the areas 
which would be benefited by the 
development of the recreational fa¬ 
cilities which would be readily 
available to the average citizen. 

Mountain park areas approaching - 
in beauty and grandeur anything to 
be found elsewhere in the State, 
parkway drives and river lands of 
beauty, wide expanses of beaches— 
all 'these are available in this terri¬ 
tory. 

And It is only by means of joint 


action that they can be developed, 
or even preserved in the face of 
encroaching development. 

An inter-county district as sug¬ 
gested would be administered by a 
governing body representing the 
counties included. The district 
would have powers as a legal entity 
and would be enabled to acquire 
and develop beach and regional 
recreational lands. 

Full protection would be given to 
rr-nlcipal rights in order that there 
would be no interference with city 
authority in park development. 

The district would be financed by 
a levy -which has been suggested at 
the figure-of one mill on the dollar.

Issuance of long term bonds could 
also be provided. 

The administration of such a dis¬ 
trict would be found to be on a 
high plane of efficiency and In¬ 
tegrity. No branch of public service 
calls for a higher degree of service 
or secures a finer type of citizen¬ 
ship in its administration. 

This has been borne out in local 
experience and is attested to by the 
park Service throughout the coun¬ 
try. No finger of accusation or 
question ever has occasion to be 
directed toward those in this splen¬ 
did line of public work. 

A regional or metropolitan park 
and recreation district for this ter- 
ritory would be created by a spe¬ 


cific act of the Legislature, as was 
done in the case of the Flood Con¬ 
trol District. 

Such procedure has received ju¬ 
dicial approval and is well tested. 
The act for the creation of the dis¬ 
trict is now being drafted for 
presentation at Sacramento next 
January.

And the ones that are 
the least noticeable as to fumes are 
the most dangerous, as perfect com¬ 
bustion throws off the most dan¬ 
gerous and poisonous fumes. 

These fumes, being in the form 
of carbon dioxide, are odorless and 
tasteless and are not detected ex¬ 
cept by the trained mind. 

This includes vented heaters as 
well as open flamed ones, unless the 
▼ent flue up through the house Is 
of sufficient size and draft velocity 
* adequate to carry off all the prod¬ 
ucts of combustion. 

The vent flues should run above 
the highest part of the roofs, or 


but may cause explosions and fire. 

Ovens on cook stoves are often 
used for heating purposes when 
there are no other conveniences at 
hand. This practice is worse than 
all the others put together, because 
there is a greater volume of carbon 
monoxide emitting from them. 

This gas is heavy when cooled 
and will fall to the floor. If chil¬ 
dren are playing on the floors they 
are the first to complain of head¬ 
aches and sore throats. 

PROPER METHOD 

There can be no healthier heat 
produced than by a gas furnace of 
proper construction and properly 
vented. A good gas furnace will 
not burn except when properly 
vented, as the products of combus¬ 
tion must be taken off of the flame 
and out of the combustion chamber 
just as fast as they are formed. 

Otherwise condensation is pro¬ 
duced, which mixes with the sul¬ 
phur in the gas, thus producing a 
diluted form of sulphuric acid. 

This deposits on the inner w r alls 
of the combustion chamber and rots 
out the interior. It makes no dif¬ 
ference what kind of material Is 
used or how thick, it will rot out 
in time. 

However, there «re furnaces on 
the market which have the combus¬ 
tion chamber built of real radiating 
material, black iron, that does not 
have this evil of condensation, and 
because of this fact, they are natu¬ 
rally long lived, economical and 
serviceable. 


Questions About Home Building 


(Conducted by the Builders' Exchange of Los Angeles.) 

PAINT APPLICATION <j>that my home shall be completed 

within ninety days from the date 
of the signing of contract. 


Question—Is paint applied with 
an air brush, or spray, satisfactory 
for home building? 

Answer—Yes, providing the paint 
Is properly mixed and contains the 
necessary ingredients to insure 
quality paint. However, this meth¬ 
od is not used to a great extent 
on small house jobs. It is used ex¬ 
tensively on large buildings and is 
economical by reason of the rapid¬ 
ity with which it can be applied to 
large surfaces.

TILE FLOOR COST 

Question—What is the cost of 
having a tiled wainscoting and floor 
put in bathroom? 

Answer—The cost of labor and 
material for tiling depends upon the 
quality of both material and labor. 
The usual cost for satisfactory work 
of this character is approximately 
(1.50 per square foot. Would sug¬ 
gest that you get in touch with re¬ 
putable contractor and to have him 
submit samples and quote you on 
the particular work you have in

contractor to hurry the work along? 

Answer—If your contract does not 
provide for a penalty unless the 
building is completed within a speci¬ 
fied time the only action that is 
left to you is that of civil suit to 
recover any possible damage you 
may have received by the work not 
being completed within the time 
limit of the contract. It is poor 
policy as a rule to attempt to re¬ 
cover damages in such a suit.

If the dining or breakfast room 
s next to the kitchen many steps 
may be saved by the installation 
Df a “service door” or panel. 

This is a sliding door, waist high 
and opening off the sink in the 
kitchen and onto a shelf with 
Irawers underneath in the dining 
pr breakfast room. On the dining 
room side the panel is mirrored, and 
often it is only about two feet high, 
kilowing space for a china closet to 
be built above with doors on both 
the kitchen and dining room sides. 

WOULD SAVE TIME 

Thus, dishes can be put in from 
the kitchen as they are washed and 
dried, and taken to the table from 
the dining room side, in the case of 
those dishes which do not need to 
be heated before the meal. 

This device I have actually seen 
in use in the home of a friend, and 
it saves much time and many steps. 

These are only a few of the ways 
of making the dining arrangements 
convenient for the home maker who 
does her own housework. 

They do not cost a great deal if 
installed at the time of building, 
and in many cases may even be 
built into a home already con¬ 
structed. And they will prove, I am 
sure, well worth while In every case.

In a renewed attempt to over¬ 
turn the open-shop conditions 
which have prevailed In Los An¬ 
geles for more than twenty-five 
years and have made It possible 
for the city to lift it3elf from 
tenth to fifth city of the nation 
during the last two years, paid 
organizers are here from the East, 
trying to talk local carpenters In¬ 
to calling a strike May 1 to force 
builders Into paying them an In¬ 
crease of $1 per day and giving 
them a closed shop. 

According to figures Just com¬ 
piled by the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, other cities such as 
Cleveland, St. Louis, Boston and 
Baltimore, which were larger than 
" this city two years ago have fallen 
behind all the way fi-ora 14,000 to 
■ 200,000 in population, while Los 
Angeles, which was the one white 
spot of the business world three 
years ago, is still the whitest spot. 

In two years Los Angeles has 
added more population than the 
. combined cities of New York, Chi¬ 
cago, Philadelphia and Cleveland, 
according to Chamber of Commerce 
figures taken from recent census 
• bureau estimates. Today, by the 
same estimate, only New York, 
_ Chicago, Philadelphia and Detroit 
are larger than Los Angeles. 

People are pouring into this city 
from all corners of the universe. 
.As they come here to take up 
their residence, manufacturers 
continue to come from all impor¬ 
tant cities, to establish manufac- 

- turing enterprises in the corami> 

- nity, largely, as they themselves de¬

From month to month, is 
shown by figures compiled at local 
labor bureaus and Industrial sur¬ 
vey offices, hundreds of working 
men are coming here from such 
cities as Chicago, Philadelphia. 
Beattie, Houston, St. Louis, San 
Francisco and other big industrial 
centers. It is a significant fact 
that these other cities are nor 
drawing artisans from Los Angeles. 
.This city has work for as many 
good workmen as it can secure 
and efficient workmen are so well 
satisfied with conditions in this city 
that they will not go elsewhere.

What was intended 
as a mimic battle with nearly 2000 
persons engaged, turned into a 
free-for-all fight in which bayoi its 
and rocks were used. The fight 
was a hand-to-hand affray and a 
dozen of the contestants were 
hurled Into the Rio Grande, some 
of them narrowly escaping drown¬ 
ing. 

The injured whites are all from 
Los Angeles and are engaged in 
making an airplane picture en¬ 
titled “The Broken Wing," for the 
B. P. Schulberg organizaton. 

The injured are: Kenneth Har¬ 
lan, motion-picture star and hero 
of the story, cut and bruised. 

Tom Forman, director, hit by 
rocks thrown by Mexicans. 

Walter Long, actor playing "hea¬ 
vy” parts, hand cut and badly 
bruised. 

Edward Brady, actor, scalp 
wounds and bruises. 

“Bud" Marshall, actor, prodded 
by bayonet, cut in the side and 
numerous small cuts from rocks. 

Harry Perry, cameraman. 

Jack Byron, actor, cut and 
bruised. 

MISS COOPER ESCAPES 

Miriam Cooper, feminine stai 
with the company, and Zita Grogan 
secretary for Mr. Forman, escaped 
without being injured. Tonight, 
however, both are suffering a 
nervous shock from fright and ex¬ 
haustion. They ran up the river 
banks stumbling over sharp rocks 
and were not found for several 
hours. Their clothing was torn 
and disheveled and Lneir shoes 
were split and cut. 

Forman had been warned that 
he had better watch for trouble 
as Albuquerque has been seething 
the past month with political and 
religious strife between two faotions 
of Mexicans. The Pueblo Indians 
also are a state of excitement 
over attempts made to stop their 
week of dancing and tribal cere¬ 
monies with which they have 
ushered in the spring planting sea¬ 
son for centuries. 

Another thing whioh may have 
had something to do with the 
trouble was the drumming out of 
camp of half a dozen Mexicans 
who were roughly handled by 
members, of the motion-picture 
company when they made insult¬ 
ing remarks in the presence of 
Miss Cooper arid Miss Grogan. 

REAL FIGHT BEGINS 

One body of Mexicans, repre¬ 
senting a squad of Mexican revolu¬ 
tionists, were ordered to withstand 
an attack by a detchment of Mex¬ 
ican Regulars.” The director was 
jubilant at the snap the “supers” 
were putting into the fight until he 
saw a dozen soldiers on each side 
clashing with too much realism.
